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As institutions, schools are accustomed to transition. Classes come and go, year after year, each leaving its mark and moving on. The same 
can be said of Board chairmen. At this point of transition then, the first item is recognition of Jack W ing and his three years of dedicated service to 
the continued health and welfare of this institution. We are obligated to Jack for his leadership in helping us to understand our roles more clearly 
and to carefully think through where we are going. This process resulted in the restated Philosophy and Objectives, which will guide the School 
over the next decade. Thank you, Jack. 

As we contemplate the coming year, one thing is clear. A big change has taken place. The new Library is open! Right or wrong, the major 
watersheds in the evolution of an institution such as ours are measured in bricks and mortar. IPs tangible, usually has a date on the comer, and 
will serve to remind us of the commitments we made to put it there. 

This building has already taught us a great deal; to believe in ourselves, when some said we couldn't raise the necessary funds for its 
construction and the equally important companion sum to enlarge the endowment. 

We learned that this place has many friends who are willing to commit personal energies and resources to assuring its financial integrity; 
parents and especially alumni. 

We've learned that the planning and building process represents a sort of spiritual renewal for an institution; a symbol of vitality, to 
ourselves and to the community; a renewal process helped along by last year's revision of the Philosophy and Objectives statement and to be 
cemented by this year's IS ACS self study. 

We've also learned that success leads only to further challenges and that our next is fulfillment of the objective's target of 460 students. We 
need to skillfully market ourselves in order to fill this new capacity with more of the same highly motivated and very capable students that are here 
now. 

We need to continue in our efforts to be a valued and recognized academic asset, not only for our north shore communities but for the entire 
greater Chicago area. This facility will aid in gaining that recognition. 

These are not insignificant goals we have set for ourselves. The challenge is to maintain the excitement and communicate it among 
ourselves and to the larger community. People are attracted to success. This Library is both a symbol of ours and a seed sown now to assure the 
future.

What distinguished the opening of this school 
year from all of the sixty-nine preceding years? The 
new Library. For the first time in the history of the 
School, there is a library centrally located on 
campus to serve as the academic heart of the 
School for grades JK-12. This dream envisioned 
and planned by the trustees, administration, fac- 
ulty, parents and students during the past six years 
became a reality and opened on schedule in 
September. A number of inaugural events have 
been scheduled to appeal to the whole school 
community. These activities will serve as a spring- 
board for students into a wide variety of explora¬ 
tions. 

During Homecoming on Saturday, October 
17, the Library was officially opened with a ribbon 
cutting ceremony and balloon release during half¬ 
time of the football game. A number of tours of the 
new facility which includes a large reading room 
with a special area for lower and middle school 
children, three conference/study rooms, a video 
production studio, a viewing room, a computer 
lab, a middle school science classroom, an art 
gallery and rest rooms were given between 10 A.M. 
and 3 P.M. 

The Family was the focus of the events in 
October. A Book Fair with tempting titles for 
children and resources on parent education and 
child development was held. During the Book Fair, 
children and parents were encouraged to choose a 
favorite book to donate to the Library. A commit¬ 
tee including Patty Washburn (Kindergarten), 
Sissie Barman (Child Development Specialist 
and School Consultant), Julie Hall (Academic 
Dean and Library Program Director) and Head¬ 
master Richard Hall is working with three 
Winnetka pre-schools and the Winnetka public

schools to publicize a common philosophy of 
education from which parent education materials 
and programs will develop. 

Grandparents’ Day on Friday, October 16, 
was celebrated with a very special Morning Ex. led 
by the storyteller Jim May. His "Stories from 
Family Roots" spearheaded a number of probings 
into the art of storytelling. Techniques in effective 
storytelling were shared by the speaker after Morn¬ 
ing Ex. In preparation for Jim May’s visit, a number 
of books about grandparents and family history 
were made available in the Library. As a follow-up, 
there were units on storytelling, storytellings at 
lunchtime and collections of tales told by grand¬ 
parents. 

On Monday, November 23, Gwendolyn 
Brooks, Poet Laureate of Illinois and Pulitzer Prize 
winner, will present "An Evening of Poetry: Remi¬ 
niscences and Recitations" in the Library. In 
preparation for the poet’s visit, students have done 
research on her life and work which they presented 
orally to their classes. They are also writing poems 
which Gwendolyn Brooks will critique during her 
visit. 

In January, February and March, a Civil 
Rights program honoring the 200th anniversary of 
the Constitution will be presented. Scoot Dimon, 
the Head of the Upper School, is co-ordinating 
these special events which will focus on the 
accomplishments, problems and goals of the Civil 
Rights Movement. A number of talks by national 
and local Civil Rights leaders will be sponsored by 
the Harold Hines Lecture Series. For example, 
Dexter King, national spokesman and son of 
Martin Luther King, Jr., will be on campus in 
February. Videotapes of the award-winning PBS 
series Eyes on the Prize will also be used. 

Michael Montenegro, puppeteer, will return 
to the School in February to present a very special 
program partially funded by the Illinois Arts 
Council, a state agency, and the National Endow¬ 
ment for the Arts. He v/ill work mainly with the 
eighth graders in a social studies unit taught by 
Mary Roden (M.S. English and Social Studies). In 
addition, he will work with Larry Neumann 
(Fifth Grade Head) to develop some projects for 
the fifth graders. He will help the ninth grade 
anthropology students to prepare puppets and 
masks of the individuals from the Biblical world 
they have chosen to study under the direction of 
Dr. Nancy Geyer (U.S. Social Studies). After 
doing research on the person they have selected, 
the students will present to their classmates drama¬ 
tized scenes using the puppets and masks. 

On Tuesday, May 3, Natalie Babbitt, award¬ 
winning children’s author and illustrator, will 
speak on the topic "Why did you make the story 
end the way it did?" The author of Tuck Everlasting , 
Knee Knock Rise and The Devil's Other Storybook will 
share with adults and children some of the sources 
for her ideas. 

Bill Hinchliff ’64 will present on four dates 
in May and June a slide lecture series and motor 
coach tour on the history and architecture of 
Chicago’s north shore. Slides and stories of the 
works of Frank Lloyd Wright, John Van Bergen, 
George Maher, Walter Burley Friffin and others 
will be included. Through Morning Ex.s given 
during the past few years, Bill Hinchliff has proven 
himself a dynamic and informative speaker to 
students and faculty.

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A major focus of the Library which will 
make it unique in our area will be the International 
Children’s Literature Collection. The collection 
will be composed of three types of works: 1) books 
written originally in a language other than English, 

2) books translated or retold into English and 

3) books originally in English translated into other 
languages. 

The nucleus of the collection will be a 
complete set of the Batchelder Award books. 
These are books recognized by the American 
Library Association each year since 1966 as the 
finest translation of a foreign children’s book into 
English. Mildred Batchelder, who lives in Evanston, 
will be a helpful resource. 

The 1987-88 exchange students have been 
asked to contribute their favorite books to the 
collection. They will be called upon to read 
selections to students in their native languages 
from the books they have donated. Plans to 
videotape their presentations for future years are 
being made. The International Children’s Litera¬ 
ture Collection, which is developing from the 
continuing Global Awareness focus in the curri¬ 
culum, will be a resource in the study of language, 
literature, music, social studies and many other 
subject areas. 

The Library will also include a publishing 
center where students can see their own work in 
finished form. Books by alumni and copies of 
literary magazines and books which have published 
student works will be displayed nearby. The 
publishing center will be an area where older 
students will be encouraged to help younger ones 
bring their efforts to fruition. 

The Library gallery will bring art from 
outside the School and serve as a public display 
area for work by North Shore students, faculty and 
alumni. Regular shows are planned, sometimes in 
conjunction with other Chicago galleries and muse¬ 
ums. The Art Committee, chaired by Suzanne 
Folds McCullagh ’69, selected the works of 
Tison Keel ’67 as the opening exhibit. Receptions 


after events in the Diller St. Theater will often be 
held in the Library gallery as well. 

Many programs already included in the 
school curriculum will be enhanced by the addition 
of the Library. It will facilitate more in-depth work 
and increase accessibility of programs to the whole 
school population. Mini-courses will be offered to 
middle school students on video production and 
book-cover design. A video club, parent/student 
library aide programs, preparation and display 
space for science fairs and Interim Week, tutorial 
programs (both live and on video), Winnetka 
Volunteer Pool presentations, Morning Ex. follow¬ 
up discussion groups and guest speakers for classes 
are among the activities planned for the Library. In 
its inaugural year, the Library is already proving 
itself to be a very important resource and a leader 
in the academic and cultural life of the School. It 
will be the hub of school life for the next sixty-nine 
years and beyond.

The $ 1 Million Match 

A match made in heaven? Quite possibly so, 
as good news heaps in on good news for North 
Shore’s new Library. Not long after the doors 
opened on time and on budget to receive students 
returning to begin the School’s sixty-ninth year, 
while the excitedly curious came for their first peek 
at the unsullied white and teal walls and faculty and 
staff were still guessing which corridor took them 
to their desired destination, John R. Ake, Chair¬ 
man of the Board of Trustees, announced a new gift 
of $1 million to the School. The anonymous 
donors made the gift in appreciation for the 
outstanding leadership of Headmaster Richard 
P. Hall. 

The donors’ intention is to generate $2 
million in new resources for the School by asking 
that the school community match the first gift with 
another $ 1 million in new gifts for endowment and 
capital needs. Any gifts which are not Annual Fund 
girts will be included in the match. The new funds 
will be used for general capital needs and to 
increase the endowment which is primarily for 
faculty salaries. 

Nancy Jones Emrich, North Shore’s Direc¬ 
tor of Development has begun the implementation 
of a solicitation program to earn the matching sum. 
At the time the receipt of the $ 1 million pledge was 
announced, the School had already received approx¬ 
imately $ 200,000 in new pledges. 

The North Shore Receives 
Library Grant 

North Shore has received a $35,000 grant 
from the Edward E. Ford Foundation. The funds 
will be used to support the completion of the upper 
school section of the School’s new Library. 

The Foundation, which is located in Prince¬ 
ton, New Jersey, was established in 1957 by 
Edward E. Ford, who was a member of the Board 
of Directors of IBM and was involved in a number 
of independent businesses in St. Louis and Florida. 
The Foundation has as its purpose to * 'encourage 
and improve secondary education as provided by 
independent schools in the United States.” 

The Advisory Committee, which decides 
how much is to be granted for specific projects or 
programs, maintains the same interest in indepen¬ 
dent schools as the Foundation’s founder, who 
believed that independent schools produce well- 
trained, highly motivated citizens and provide an 
important option to parents and students in regard 
to education. 

The $35,000 grant will name the Library’s 
audio visual production room in honor of the 
Foundation.

Drawings to Reality: 

Jack Burnell Gives His Time 
and Talents to North Shore

When Jack Burnell joined the Board of 
Trustees, little did he know that North Shore 
would become The Palmer Group’s largest-ever 
pro bono project. With three siblings (Gregory 
’66, Jennet ’58 and Ruth ’70) and two children 
(Dana ’82 and David ’86) having attended 
North Shore, and a father who served on the 
School’s Board of Trustees, Jack had many reasons 
to support the School through trusteeship. With¬ 
out question, his knowledgeable and thorough 
oversight of the planning and construction of the 
new Library has gone far beyond the involvement 
of even an above-average trustee. 

As President and CEO, Jack Burnell directs 
administrative planning and management for The 
Palmer Group, Ltd., a development, brokerage, 
property management and construction company. 
In addition, he directs the development of building 
projects which range up to $ 74 , 000,000 and 
800,000 square feet. 

As Chairman of the Building and Grounds 
Committee of the Board and North Shore’s trustee 
in charge of construction oversight, Jack donated 
his enormous talents and experience to our own 
$3,100,000 / 12,000 square feet project. The 
School couldn’t have done it without him. Through 
his watchful efforts, the building is the embodi¬ 
ment of faculty and student wishes, is on budget 
and on time.

Jack met with the architects, contractors and 
school administrators at 8:00 A.M. every Wednes¬ 
day throughout the construction period. He super¬ 
vised the permit process with the Village of 
Winnetka, the selection of contractors, construc¬ 
tion materials, interior furnishings, landscaping 
and oversaw the work during the entire term of the 
project. He was on campus again and again and 
again. 

Because of Jack Burnell, the Library of The 
North Shore Country Day School is a building 
which facilitates the day-in, day-out collaboration 
between teachers and students, the only way to a 
first-class education. With great affection and 
appreciation, this community of parents, teachers 
and students thanks Jack for his enormous contri¬ 
bution to the life and success of the School.

Montenegro Returns to 
North Shore 

North Shore has received an Artist-in-Educa- 
tion grant of $2,500 from the Ilinois Arts Council, 
a state agency, and the National Endowment for 
the Arts. The funds will partially support a two- 
month theatre residency with Michael Montenegro 
of the Zapato Puppet Tlieater in Evanston. 

Mr. Montenegro brought his craft to North 
Shore last year in a program which taught eighth 
grade students the art of constructing and per¬ 
forming with Bunraku puppets.

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ISACS Evaluation Slated 

The 1987'88 school year will be one of 
evaluation for North Shore. Every seven years the 
School participates in a routine evaluation/accred- 
itation program under the guidance of the Indepen- 
dent Schools Association of the Central States 
(ISACS). 

Preparations have already begun for the 
ISACS evaluation team visit scheduled for April. 
As part of the program, the School will prepare its 
own self-study which outlines not only the School’s 
philosophy and objectives but also describes areas 
of curriculum, community, finance, student activi¬ 
ties and support services. The self-study document, 
which will be sent to the ISACS team as an 
introduction to the School, will also serve as the 
basis for the evaluation. 

Last April, the School’s Steering Committee, 
chaired by Dr. Nancy Geyer of the School’s 
upper school faculty, began organizing and staffing 
the School’s sub-committees to explore specific 
areas of concern. Committee responsibilities were 
given to each member of the faculty, administration 
and staff and includes representation by parents 
and the Board of Trustees. The Steering Committee 
will combine each sub-committee’s findings with 
opinion surveys of teachers, students and parents 
in order to identify not only the current condition 
but also the ideal state of the School. 

The ISACS team will be made up of fifteen to 
twenty individuals from colleges and independent 
and public schools in ISACS’ fifteen state region. 
Selected by the ISACS central office, the members 
of the team have been identified as experts within 
their particular area of interest. Their completed 
report will incorporate the School’s self-study as 
well as interviews with faculty, students, parents, 
staff and administration. 

"The team will visit classes and interview all 
constituencies of the School,” says Dr. Geyer. 
"They [the evaluation team] will not compare us 
with other schools. Their purpose is to present an 
outside view to determine whether or not we are 
doing what we say we are doing. It is a very healthy 
process and it’s designed to strengthen and support 
the school rather than to criticize.” 

Included in the accreditation process will be 
the statement of the School’s philosophy and 
objectives adopted by the Board of Trustees in 


March 1986 and the Long Range Plan which was 
completed last year and seves as a guide for school 
programs and policies for the next five years. 

Sub-committee assignments for the self-study 
will also include the areas of the School and 
community, curriculum, school staff and admini¬ 
stration, student activities, learning media, student 
personnel, school plant, finance and the School’s 
process for decision-making. Evaluation instru¬ 
ments used for the student, parent and teacher 
surveys will be a combination of the National 
Study of School Evaluation and the New England 
Association of Schools and Colleges Manual for 
School Evaluation.

Since 1980 the Woman’s Board has hosted 
an annual auction to benefit the School.

We will inaugurate the new Master-In- 
Residence program, featured elsewhere in this 
Bulletin , and we will seek to match the most 
exciting $1 million pledge. There is a spirit of 
adventure and progress which pervades the School 
as we busily move ahead to the next phase of our 
school’s history.

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Fiscal Report 1986-87 

The School continues to be in sound financial condition. After all expenses, a 
small surplus of $8,600 remained at year’s end. 

One of the most significant features of the fiscal year was the gratifying increase 
in gifts for the Annual Giving Campaign. This has allowed the School to advance a 
number of projects, enhancing the School’s facilities. 

More significantly, the capital drive has resulted in a major gift which, with a 
matching campaign, will allow completion of the Library without the School entering 
into long-term debt. Short-term financing will be taken down towards the end of 
1987, but dispersement of the gift will reduce this balance by the end of 1988.

Traditional 


E ach year the school calendar is filled with 
events and activities that have become tra¬ 
ditions of the School. Besides their appar¬ 
ent value in their own right, such projects provide 
a particular continuity in the fabric of school life 
from year to year. Older traditions bridge the gap 
between alumni and current students, and newer 
traditions provide younger students with a sense 
of what lies ahead as they move from grade to 
grade. Visiting the campus throughout the year, 
an observer would have been able to see students 
from each level of the School participating in 
events like these: 

Grandparents* Day 

North Shore students took a break from their 
regular class schedules to serve as hosts to over 
one hundred visiting grandparents. Grandparents 
of all students from junior kindergarten through 
the twelfth grade were invited to participate in the 
special morning program which comes every year 
in the fall. 

After breakfast with Headmaster Richard Hall, 
the grandparents visited their students in their 
classes and toured the campus. A special per¬ 
formance was also presented by Jim May, one of 
the country’s best-known storytellers, who was 
visiting the campus as part of the schedule of 
inaugural year events celebrating the opening of 
the School’s new Library facility. 

Jim May, a resident of Woodstock, II., has been 
a professional educator, consultant and lecturer 
for fifteen years and is the co-founder and director 
of the Illinois Storytelling Festival. His perform¬ 
ance includes southern Appalachian stories as 
well as folk tales from around the world. 

Work Day 

In an annual rite of the fall. North Shore students 
took to their rakes and trowels for the annual 
campus clean-up and bulb planting. Begun origi¬ 
nally as Dig Day and Arbor Day , the fall leaf 
raking is one of the long-standing traditions of the 
School. In the afternoon, as lower and middle 
school students returned to their regular class 
schedules, upper school students went out into the 
community to help senior citizens with their fall 
clean-up as well. 

Book Drive 

For the second year, the seventh and second 
grades held a successful book drive for the Up¬ 
town Center Hull House Program at Thanksgiv¬ 
ing time. Appealing to students in all three 
divisions of the School, the drive collected over 
800 used books which were passed along to the 
needy children at Hull House Uptown Head Start. 


Holiday Fund Raisers 

As in previous years, North Shore students 
began their winter holiday vacation by ending a 
variety of successful drives for the needy in¬ 
cluding: 

The Heifer Project 

North Shore students collected a total sum of 
$175 for Heifer Project International. Inspired 
by a Morning Ex. visit by Lynne Atherton, area 
representative for the Project who came to speak 
on the subject of world hunger, the students 
raised the funds to purchase sheep and bees for 
a small village in Costa Rica. “Heifer” was 
founded in 1944 as a response to relief efforts 
after the Spanish civil war; the idea is to send 
livestock to needy areas in the United States and 
in other countries to provide “food forever.” 
The gift was sent by the students in the name of 
upper school teacher, Nancy Geyer (U.S. So¬ 
cial Studies).

Collection boxes were stationed around 
the campus for contributions from students and 
faculty in all three divisions of the School.

Gifts for Santa 

P.R.I.D.E. was also the recipient of the holiday 
toys that were placed under the tree at the 
School’s Santa Claus party. The tradition of 
bringing these brightly wrapped packages to 
Santa for needy children was begun three years 
ago. 

Kindergarten 

The kindergartners collected toys for the chil¬ 
dren at the Juvenile Protective Association. The 
students donated the toys, transported them to 
the agency and placed them under the Christmas 
tree. 

Opera 

The upper school students completed their re¬ 
hearsals and set designs and took the stage for 
their annual Gilbert & Sullivan operetta produc¬ 
tion in March. This year the students presented 
“H.M.S. Pinafore ” directed by Carol Radloff 
with technical and musical direction by Roger 
Shipley and Daniel Wallenberg. With two per¬ 
formances on March 11 and 12, the production 
continued the yearly tradition that was estab¬ 
lished in the early 1920’s.

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Interim Week offers new perspectives 


Coordinated by Bill Freisem (U.S. Social Stud¬ 
ies) with individual internships arranged by Joyce 
Lopas (Foreign Language) special study projects 
on campus and within the greater Chicago metro¬ 
politan area are offered each fall to students during 
Interim Week. 

The purpose of the program is to provide an 
opportunity for North Shore students to partici¬ 
pate in a sustained, in-depth experience of solid 
educational value outside of the traditional class¬ 
room setting and time period. As in previous 
years, the Interim Week program offered a wide 
variety of topics that addressed a spectrum of 
student interests. 

In December, upper school and eighth grade 
students presented special reports and projects 
which resulted from their Interim projects. Par¬ 
ents, students and friends were invited to the 
School’s campus to attend an evening open house, 
to talk with students and to see an exhibit of booths 
and displays the students had prepared. Sponsors 
from local offices and businesses who participated 
in the program by providing student internships, 
independent study opportunities or group projects 
were also invited to attend. 

The following is a sampling of the kinds of 
projects that were made available to students this 
year: 

Film Making 

The class learned how to shoot, review, edit and 
make titles and sound tracks. Each student made a 
three minute film. 

Living on the Street 

Students visited Pacific Garden Mission, Maxwell 
St. and various relief agencies and shelters in order 
to know more about the homeless - who they are, 
how they survive and what measures the City of 
Chicago is taking to relieve their situations. The 
students also viewed films and met with a repre¬ 
sentative from the Chicago Department of Plan¬ 
ning. 

Volunteer Work at St. Francis Hospital 
St. Francis is an annual offering for volunteer 
work for students who are assigned various tasks 
at the hospital such as clerical work, library, filing, 
etc. 

Frank Lloyd Wright 

This course was designed to give students an 
introduction to the work of this celebrated archi¬ 
tect. Tours were planned at the Frank Lloyd 
Wright studio and homes in Oak Park as well as 


trips to Racine and Spring Green, Wi. Students 
also visited buildings designed by the architect in 
Chicago and on the north shore. 

Law Week 

A week was spent in the study and observation of 
law by visiting federal, state and local courts and 
law firms and by speaking to lawyers and parale¬ 
gals. 

Outward Bound to Texas 
Adventurous students participated in this rigor¬ 
ous course in the wilderness designed by Out¬ 
ward Bound. For six days they learned survival 
skills, experienced white water canoeing, rock 
climbing and group cooperation as they gained 
new insights into themselves. The trip culmi¬ 
nated in a twenty-four hour solo experience for 
each student. 

Working With Mechanics 
This annual Interim Week project provides an 
opportunity for students to work with mechanics 
to learn about the repair and maintenance of 
motor vehicles. 

Florence Interim 

One of the Interim trips this year was a study-tour 
to Florence. Students visited churches, galleries 
and museums as they experienced a blend of 
treasures of the High Renaissance period and the 
culture of modern-day Florence. 

Alcohol Awareness 

Students met face to face with the problems of 
alcoholism through discussions, speakers, mov¬ 
ies and a three day visit to the Park Side Youth 
Center. Within the setting of this treatment facil¬ 
ity, the students talked to the young people who 
deal with the problem of alcohol and drug addic¬ 
tion on a daily basis. 

The American Family on Film 

The group spent the week viewing films on the 
American Family, its stereotypes and deviations. 
In addition to keeping journals of their reactions, 
each student presented an oral critique on one of 
the films. 

French Immersion in Quebec 

North Shore students stayed with French-speak¬ 
ing families in Quebec and visited the schools of 
their hosts on this trip which was designed to give 
students a brief look at foreign living. Tours 
were also planned for the Musee du Fort, la 
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Citadelle, Ste. Anne de Beaupre, la Chute de 
Montmorency, etc. 

Archaeology Etc. 

After an orientation program on Monday, the 
group traveled to Hobson’s Bluffdale Farm in 
downstate Illinois to study archaeology tech¬ 
niques and to participate in a dig on the farm. 
Additional topics for discussion included animal 
husbandry, astronomy, orienteering, pottery and 
rope making. 

Spanish Trip 

The International Village in Minnesota was the 
setting for a Friday-Sunday mini-weekend expe¬ 
rience. Students also spent several days in Chi¬ 
cago studying Spanish areas, arts and sampling 
food. 

Campaign ’88 

This course presented an in-depth study of the 
1987-88 Presidential Campaign. The focus of the 
week was on the current Democratic and Repub¬ 
lican candidates for President and the campaigns 
that were underway. Students examined the pri¬ 
mary system, the conventions and the general 
election process. Through the use of books, 
newspapers, films and speakers, the class was 
able to compare and contrast the ’88 campaign 
with those of the recent past. 

International Cooking 

Student cooks examined foreign countries and 
their cultures through the preparation of their 
unique foods. Students tried to determine what 
influences on diets have come about as a result of 
history, politics and nutrition requirements. 

Studying Civil Rights 

In January, North Shore students began a 
month-long study of the Civil Rights Movement 
as part of their celebration of the 200th anniver¬ 
sary of the signing of the U.S. Constitution. 

The starting point for these special studies was 
an all-school celebration of the anniversary of the 
birth of civil rights leader and 1964 Nobel Peace 
Prize recipient, Martin Luther King, Jr., on Janu¬ 
ary 15. 

Following the Morning Ex., which was led by 
the students, younger and older grades were 
paired together and spent part of the day creating 
and presenting illustrations of King’s life and 
work. These projects, which incorporated art, 
drama and music, also provided an opportunity 
for younger and older students to mix and become 


acquainted as they worked together on a common 
project. 

In the afternoon, upper school students attended 
various seminars planned especially for the day. 
Attending two one-hour sessions of their choos¬ 
ing, the students participated in discussions on 
topics such as apartheid in South Africa, the 1954 
integration case. Brown vs Board , integration in 
Winnetka, stereotyping, readings in American 
minority history, the Black student experience at 
North Shore and the Selma to Montgomery 
March. In addition to the seminars, students had 
an opportunity to participate in special projects 
based on the PBS award-winning series, Eyes on 
the Prize, which was donated to North Shore by 
the Ford Foundation. 

For the following month, North Shore students 
participated in a variety of other projects and 
programs highlighted by a series of special speak¬ 
ers which included attorney Robert Tucker, for¬ 
mer faculty member at Northwestern University 
and Assistant Regional Administrator of the U.S. 
Department of Housing and Urban Development; 
John McDermott, Director of Urban Affairs for 
Illinois Bell and former editor and publisher of 
The Reporter; and A1 Rabie, Former Chairman of 
the Chicago Human Relations Commission and 
the Chicago Freedom Crusade, and campaign 
manager for Harold Washington’s historic 1983 
election as mayor of Chicago. 

The month-long study of the Civil Rights

and a daytime visit by Dexter Scott King, son of 
Martin Luther King, Jr., on February 18 and 19. In 
his lecture, “Living the Dream ,” Mr. King spoke 
about the philosophy of non-violent change which 
swept the country in the 1960’s and which has 
since spread into the global community. On the 
following morning, upper school students were 
given the opportunity to meet Mr. King and to ask 
him questions about his lecture and his experi¬ 
ences growing up in the South. 

Mr. King is the President of Vision Develop¬ 
ment Corporation, an Atlanta-based consulting 
firm, and has traveled throughout the United 
States and abroad as Director of the Office of 
Special Events and Entertainment at the Martin 
Luther King, Jr. Center for Nonviolent Social 
Change. His visit to North Shore was made 
possible through the School’s Harold H. Hines, Jr. 
Visiting Fellow program. 

Established in 1984 in memory of Harold H. 
Hines, Jr., a former parent and long-time member 
of the School’s Board of Trustees, the Fellowship 
program has brought A. Bartlett Giamatti, then 
President of Yale University, and Franklin A. 
Thomas, President of the Ford Foundation, to the 
campus.

Special music programs 
add to student enrich¬ 
ment 


The Youth Symphony Orchestra of the Badishes Konserva- 
torium plays for North Shore students. 

This year area residents as well as members of 
the school community benefited from North 
Shore’s continuing commitment to music as the 
School hosted a variety of programs by students 
and professional musicians. 

On Sept. 18, the school community listened 
and spoke to one of the music world’s most 
talented “future stars.” Stephen Hough, the 
British-born pianist, was the guest artist for the 
School’s annual Susan Marshall Memorial 
Concert. 

As part of the program for the day, Mr. Hough 
met each lower school class and presented a 
Morning Ex. for the student body. He played 
two selections and answered questions on the 
life of a concert pianist posed by the students. 
Later in the evening at a more formal program, 
Mr. Hough presented a recital of the works of 
Paderewski, Schubert, Medtner, Chopin, Faure 
and Liszt. 

Winner of the 1983 Naumburg International 
Piano Competition, Mr. Hough has made nu¬ 
merous appearances in the U.S. Besides his 
highly acclaimed New York recital debut in 
1984 at Alice Tully Hall, he has appeared at 
Ravinia with the Chicago Symphony Orchestra 
and has performed recitals in Boston, Baltimore 
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Pianist Stephen Hough finds a good place to hang his coat 
during his Morning Ex. performance. 


and at Carnegie Hall. Mr. Hough was bom in 
Cheshire, England, attended the Royal Northern 
College of Music and The Juilliard School in New 
York where he won numerous honors. 

In January, Morning Ex. was the setting for 
visits by three collegiate glee clubs. Princeton’s 
Nassoons , the oldest singing group at the Univer¬ 
sity, came to North Shore with twelve of their 
usual group of twenty-five. A completely self- 
directed, a capella chorus, the group receives no 
funding from the University. Admission to the 
group is by audition and is open to all men from 
the freshman to the senior class. After they 
presented their selections in four-part harmony, 
the Nassoons attended an upper school choir 
rehearsal. 

Later in the month, the Whiffenpoofs of Yale 
University were on campus to perform for North 
Shore students and faculty. The fourteen Yale 
seniors, who were chosen at the end of their junior 
year for the group, were accompanied by Yale’s 
new women’s group, Whim ‘n Rhythm. After 
presenting their programs of ballads, show tunes, 
madrigals and pop tunes, the Yale students joined 
the Upper School Choir for lunch and an informal 
visit. 

On March 13, the Library was filled to capacity 
for a piano recital by Emilio del Rosario. The 
concert was a gift to the School from Mr. del 
Rosario and the Music Center of the North Shore 
in celebration of the opening of the Library. The 
pianist presented selections from the works of 
Mozart, Schumann, Chopin and Liszt. 

Currently, Mr. del Rosario is on the piano 
faculty of the Music Center of the North Shore. 
He has been the recipient of numerous prizes, 
awards, grants and scholarships, and has been a 
member of the faculty of the Peabody Music 
School in Baltimore and the University of Mary¬ 


land. He has appeared in solo recitals in Carnegie 
Recital Hall, Steinway Hall, the National Gallery, 
the United Nations, Orchestra Hall and as soloist 
with orchestras throughout the United States and 
the Far East. 

In another joint program, the Music Center and 
North Shore co-sponsored a week-long visit to 
the north shore area by the Youth Orchestra and 
Wind Ensemble from the Badisches Konservato- 
rium in Karlsruhe, Germany. Visiting during the 
week of March 13-20, the German group came 
as the first phase of an exchange program that will 
eventually send members of the North Shore 
Youth Orchestra to Germany in June, 1989. 

The German orchestra included twenty-five 
members between the ages of eleven and eighteen 
and forty-two musicians who are college-age and 
adults. They were the guests of area residents 
during their stay and combined their perform¬ 
ances with sight-seeing in the Chicago area. 

The North Shore Youth Orchestra, which the 
School co-sponsors with the Music Center, con¬ 
sists of high school students from twenty sur¬ 
rounding communities who perform three con¬ 
certs a year of standard chamber orchestra and 
classical symphonic literature. 

Woman’s Board Auction 
a success 

North Shore’s Woman’s Board hosted their 
eighth annual Auction Benefit for the School on 
Saturday, February 27. Held in the McCarty 
Gymnasium, the event is the main fund raising 
activity of the Woman’s Board. 

The Auction, which included dinner and live 
and silent auctions, raised approximately 
$ 115,000. The funds will be directed toward the 
Faculty Endowment Fund and the Library Re¬ 
source Center Fund. The balance of the proceeds 
raised will be used to purchase items to improve, 
supplement or maintain the School’s current pro¬ 
grams. The chairperson of this year’s Auction 
Benefit was Angeline Galbraith Brown ‘65, 
assisted by co-chairperson Jane Wienke. 

The Woman’s Board has a total membership of 
sixty-two current and past parents and alumnae.

W ithout a doubt, the School's new Li¬ 
brary has provided this year's most 
significant opportunities for enrich¬ 
ment, and the benefits have been shared by the 
entire school family as well as those who reside in 
the outer community. With visits by artists, 
musicians, authors and speakers, the Library has 
provided valuable programs and a wonderful new 
space for learning. 

The Art Gallery in the new Library represents an 
extension of the School’s commitment to the arts. 
Just as professional musicians and actors are 
brought onto the stage for the students’ enrich¬ 
ment, artists and their work are brought into the 
Gallery. 

The Gallery allows for the display of art beyond 
that which the students produce and display them¬ 
selves. For the School to offer such exposure to the 
arts is for the students to experience an added di¬ 
mension in their lives through the daily presence 
of art. This visual education is provided not only 
for the school community but also for the commu¬ 
nity beyond the School. The Art Gallery is open 
to the public on school days. 

In November, North Shore parent Robert De- 
war Bentley displayed his work in the Library 
Gallery. Mr. Bentley is an artist of international 
caliber who has risen to a premier position in the 
Chicago area. A resident of Winnetka, he has 
received public, corporate and private assign¬ 
ments as a portrait artist throughout the United 
States and overseas. Regularly recommended by 
the Art Institute of Chicago, he has painted por¬ 
traits of prominent businessmen and educators. 


Mr. Bentley studied at the Art Institute of Chi¬ 
cago and Yale University, including four years 
of scholarship duties in the Yale Art Gallery and 
began his career as a full-time portrait artist at the 
age of forty. The artist shared his work with the 
school community by giving a slide-lecture on 
the history of portrait painting during Morning 
Ex. and a classroom portrait demonstration for 
Jackie Melissas’ and John Almquist’s art stu¬ 
dents in the afternoon. 

The next artist to be exhibited in the Gallery 
was Dennis Morton, a realist artist who is serving 
a prison sentence in the New Hampshire State 
Prison for a cocaine related charge. Now 38 
years old, Mr. Morton did not decide to become 
an artist until he was 27. He studied with artist 
Richard Whitney and eventually became his 
apprentice-associate before being imprisoned in 
1984. The exhibit, which hung in the Gallery 
through the months of January and February, 
was a selection of portraits of inmates and land¬ 
scapes as viewed from within the prison walls. 

Roz Dimon is a well known artist in New York 
who traded in her palette for a computer key¬ 
board. Prompted by her success in selling her 
oils, which began to resemble computer graphics 
a few years ago, the artist purchased an Amiga 
1000 computer with a 4,000 color selection and 
began experimenting with the new medium. Her 
work occupied the Gallery from March through 
April. 

Miss Dimon, who was on campus for the 
opening of the exhibit, discussed and demon¬ 
strated her computer art to students. The artist

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has exhibited her work in group shows through¬ 
out the New York area as well as in Corpus 
Christi, Tx. and Norfolk, Va. and has had solo 
shows in New York, Brooklyn and Atlanta. 

Participating in an Art Study Abroad program 
in Cortona, Italy in 1974, Miss Dimon eventually 
earned her B.F. A. from theUniversity of Georgia. 
Besides her studio work, Miss Dimon teaches an 
introduction to computer graphics course at 
Marymount Manhattan College. 

Realist painter, Carl Nelson, was the last artist 
to be exhibited in the Art Gallery this school year. 
His exhibit, which opened on May 2, hung in the 
gallery until June 20. 

Mr. Nelson was born in Horby, Sweden in 1898 
and arrived in the United States at age five. 
Raised in Sioux City, Iowa, he became a natural¬ 
ized citizen at the age of twenty-one. The artist 
originally started his adult life as a plumber and 
pursued music and writing before settling on art. 

He studied at the Academy of Fine Arts in Chi¬ 
cago and in 1923 attended the Art Students 
League of New York. There he studied with 
Kimon Nicolaides and Kenneth Hayes Miller. 

Although the United States was in the midst of 
the Great Depression, Mr. Nelson’s career flour¬ 
ished in the 1930’s. Having won a Tiffany Foun¬ 
dation scholarship in 1930, he proceeded to have 
his work shown at the Addison Gallery of Ameri¬ 
can Art in Andover, the Whitney Museum bien¬ 
nial exhibitions, the Chicago Art Institute and the 
Pennsylvania Academy of Fine Arts. Perhaps the 
most prestigious showing of his work was at the 
Carnegie International Exhibitions and New 
York Worlds Fair in 1940. 

From 1932 to the present, Mr. Nelson has been 
exhibited in as many as thirty-five galleries, 
museums, festivals, fairs and educational institu¬ 
tions across the country. He has taught at the 
Sioux City Society of Fine Arts, the American 
Peoples School of New York City, the Boris 
Mirski Gallery, the Cambridge School of Design 
and at the Boston YMCA. Five of his books on art 
have been published. 

The ninety year old artist, has lived in Iowa, 
Boston, New York and Great Cranberry Island in 
Maine. Having lost his sight two and a half years 
ago, he now lives in Elmhurst with his niece. 

In addition to artists’ visits and gallery exhibits, 
there has also been an increase in the donation of 
works of art to the School. During this past school 
year, North Shore has received an anonymous gift 
of six paintings by Tison Keel ‘67. The Harbor at 
La Ciotat, France 1985 by Stokely Webster ‘30, 
was donated by the artist, and an untitled Fay 
Peck, donated by Alisha Betancourt-Mullen 
(U.S. Spanish).

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High activity inaugurates 
Library

During this inaugural year in the Library, dis¬ 
plays have come from as far away as China and 
from as close to home as the second grade class¬ 
room. Programs have been just as varied with 
presentations by the international figure Dexter 
King, New York artist Roz Dimon, local portrait 
painter Robert Bentley and our own prize-winning 
sophomore cellist, Wendy Warner. Retired fac¬ 
ulty member, Will Talley lent his collection of 
calculators, including everything from abacus to 
slide rule and books of calculations. Second 
grader, Bobby Cohen, along with a dozen other 
students participated in the student book exhibit 
with his collection of books on fish and sharks. 
Alumnus, Bill Hinchliff ‘64, shared his vast 
knowledge about North Shore area architecture 
and faculty members portrayed their favorite fic¬ 
tional characters at a well-received Morning Ex. 

Throughout the year, the Library has been the 
recipient of several donations of books. One of the 
most exciting contributions was made by Arthur 
M. Cox, Jr., ’37, who generously donated all of 
the major volumes written on the North Shore 
Line, an electric interurban railway which origi¬ 
nated in Waukegan in 1896 and operated between 
Chicago and Milwaukee until 1963. The books 
(six volumes) are available in the Library now and 
promise to provide interesting reading for all rail¬ 
road enthusiasts. 

One of the busiest spots in the new Library 
complex is the computer room. Middle and upper 
school classes and individual students keep the 
room occupied most of the day. Students may 
check-out computer keyboards from the Bunge 
Circulation Desk. To assure prompt return of the 
keyboard, upper school students are asked to leave 
their identification cards at the desk. Those not 
having their cards with them have been known to 
leave watches, earrings and even shoes as security. 
Frantic requests for word processing discs come 
from students with papers due “next period.” 

The Volunteer Talent Pool of the North Shore 
has provided a number of speakers and tutors. 
Fourth graders heard about Braille and American 
Indians from volunteers; the second and seventh 
graders watched Len Warshawsky communicate 
with a deaf friend by tele-type and then tried to 
learn some of the sign language he demonstrated; 
North Shore students from Korea and Thailand 
were helped with their English language skills; 
Musifiky Mwanasali from Zaire spoke in French 
about village life in North Africa to an advanced 
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French class; and Lisa Derman from the Holo¬ 
caust Memorial Foundation shared her WWII 
experiences with psychology, history and 
French classes. 

One of the most animated groups to use our 
new facility is the sixth grade Video Club which 
is taught by Librarian and Media Specialist, 
Marie Lundquist. The students meet once a 
week for three months. At the end of their train¬ 
ing, they receive a membership card which cer¬ 
tifies them to operate specified audio-visual 
equipment. Official school events and im¬ 
promptu scenes staged on the George Eldredge 
Patio with cap pistols have been videotaped! 
Because of its popularity, the Club will be a con¬ 
tinuing program. 

The Endowment for American Authorship has 
been established anonymously to purchase 
American works of fiction, non-fiction, prose

and poetry; these books may be classical, con¬ 
temporary, historical, political, economic or sci¬ 
entific. The intent of the donor is for original 
works to be purchased. Collections which are 
considered the best in the field may also be 
acquired. 

Many technological advances are underway in 
the Library. The Compu-Serve computer system 
has been used this year by middle school science 
and upper school physics students. Programs 
transmitted by the New Trier satellite have been 
taped for classroom use. All books are being bar- 
coded so that the Circulation Plus computerized 
circulation procedure can replace manual check¬ 
out in the fall. An update on all of this will be in 
the fall issue of the Bulletin. 

Book Fair ’88 has been scheduled for a longer 
period in the fall to include both Grandparent’s 
Day and Alumni Weekend. It should be a great 
time for the whole school family to renew our ties 
and to enjoy our beautiful new Library. 














Setting a trend: 

The International Children’s Book Collection 


“Certainly as a school library, our primary goal 
is to enhance thecurriculum of our own students,” 
says Julie Hall, Program Director of the Library, 
“but we were also looking for some special way 
that we could make a significant contribution to 
the community.” That special way has turned out 
to be a collection of international children’s 
books. 

Beginning the project in September when the 
school’s new Library first opened its doors, 
North Shore’s collection has reached over 200 
books and represents twenty-three countries. Do¬ 
nations of books have been received from mem¬ 
bers of the school community, from the interna¬ 
tional exchange students who study here for the 
entire academic year, as well as from foreign 
consulates in Chicago and groups outside of the 
School. 

The choice of an international children’s book 
collection for the Library is actually a logical 
selection considering the School’s emphasis on 
global perspective and its effort to educate and 
interest students in a much broader world than the 
School’s campus. The presence of books written 
in foreign languages or foreign stories, fables and 
tales translated into English provides another 
means by which students hear the sounds of a lan¬ 
guage and acquire their knowledge of other cul¬ 
tures. 

Aside from the obvious value to students in 
foreign language classes, the collection also pro¬ 
vides opportunities for various members of the 
school’s community to interact and share per¬ 
sonal experiences. International exchange stu¬ 
dents, for example, are currently participating in 
a program of reading books from their respective 
countries to members of the Lower School during 
special story hours. Students who are able to 
speak and write languages other than English are 
encouraged to translate a favorite story and share 
it with certain groups within the school. One stu¬ 
dent, for instance, translated The Three Bears 
from Russian into English. 

As a host of other program ideas are explored, 
the International Children’s Book Collection will 
become integrated into the daily curriculum and 
increasingly valuable as a classroom resource. 
But the dream goes much beyond that. It is hoped 
that the collection might be a starting point for 
exchange programs or special projects between 
the school and groups in the surrounding commu¬ 
nity. 

“In the face of a continually shrinking globe,” 


Mrs. Hall comments, “we hope the Library will 
become a center for the exchange of international 
children’s literature and the values and perspec¬ 
tives they represent.” 

In response to a letter from Headmaster Dick 
Hall, consulates in the Chicago area have contrib¬ 
uted books of fact and fiction to the International 
Children’s Book Collection. So far, gifts have 
been received from Australia, Chile, Spain, 
France, Korea, Turkey, Switzerland, Egypt, 
Norway, Sweden, Germany and Yugoslavia. 

An especially generous selection was delivered 
in person by a member of the Chinese Consulate. 
The large assortment includes a twelve-book 
course in Chinese suitable for elementary school 
aged children and The Monkey Series of picture 
books. This series is based on the ancient Chinese 
fantasy novel Journey to the West, a tale rich in 
episodes about demons and monsters trying to 
stop the Tang Priest Xuanzang from reaching 
Thunder Monastery in India to fetch the Buddhist 
scriptures. The real hero of this novel, beloved by 
Chinese readers for four hundred years, is the 
resourceful, brave and humorous Monkey. 
The International Children’s Book Collection 
also received fourteen French storybooks that 
were donated in memory of Dick Hall’s mother, 
Marguerite Howard, who passed away earlier in 
the school year. 

Library Endowments 
support curriculum and 
programs 

Library endowments, which can be related to 
general or specific areas of study, enrich the 
School’s curriculum by providing materials and 
special programming. Endowment Funds may be 
created for a minimum of $3,000. The donation 
entitles the giver to special recognition through 
the Library Recognition Book, a calligraphic 
record displayed at the Library’s Bunge Circula¬ 
tion Desk, and a Library bookplate inscribed with 
the donor’s name. Endowments of $10,000 or 
more receive recognition on an endowment 
plaque in the Library on a bookplate individually 
designed for the books purchased from the en¬ 
dowment earnings. Currently, North Shore stu¬ 
dents are receiving the benefits of The Laurence 
Howe and Hester Ludlow Howe Fund for the 
Humanities, The Robert and Pamela Tepper 
Fund for Holocaust Studies and The Endow¬ 
ment for American Authorship,

Special guests share ex¬ 
periences with students 

Gwendolyn Brooks, Poet Laureate of Illinois, 
Pulitzer Prize-Winner and Consultant-In-Poetry 
for the Library of Congress was on campus in 
November to present “An Evening of Poetry: 
Reminiscences and Recitations.” Her visit was 
part of the schedule of inaugural events taking 
place this year in the Library. 

Author of seventeen books of poetry, editor, 
speaker and judge of major poetry contests and 
writing competitions, Miss Brooks also spent part 
of the day with North Shore students, speaking to 
them about her craft and critiquing their work. 

North Shore alumnus Scott Smith visited the 
campus in mid-January. Graduating in 1974, 
Scott returned to hold workshops for faculty and to 
visit lower school classrooms. 

Scott is the co-founder and artistic director of 
The Illustrated Theatre, an Evanston-based 
children’s theatre troupe begun in 1983. Using 
masks, mime and improvisation, the company 
uses original stories, old fables and faerie tales to 
entertain young audiences across the country. 

Beginning with fifteen performances in their 
first year, the company performed over 200 times 
last season and has earned a national reputation 
for its original style and quality. 

Concentrating particularly in the area of lan¬ 
guage arts and social studies in the two scheduled 
faculty workshops atNorth Shore, Scott’s purpose 
in coming was to help faculty use creative dramat¬ 
ics in the classroom. 

Puppeteer Michael Montenegro of the Zapato 
Puppet Theater in Evanston returned to North 
Shore this January and February to participate in 
an artist-in-residence program funded by a grant 
from the Illinois Arts Council, a state agency, and 
the National Endowment for the Arts. 

Working with fifth, eighth and ninth grade stu¬ 
dents in the fabrication of masks and puppets, Mr. 
Montenegro directed special projects that in¬ 
cluded a final theatrical presentation of mime and 
improvisation by members of the eighth grade and 
special programs and in-class presentations by the 
fifth and ninth graders. 

In addition to these classroom projects, Mr. 
Montenegro also conducted workshops for the 
faculty on play writing and the construction of 
hand and rod puppets. 

Natalie Babbitt, award-winning author and il¬ 
lustrator of children’s books visited the School on 
May 3rd. All area parents and children and 
members of the North Shore Community were 
invited to the Library to visit with Mrs. Babbitt as

she spoke about her experiences and her process 
for writing and illustrating books. The author 
also signed copies of her books for those attend¬ 
ing the evening session. 

Beginning her career as an illustrator with 
specialized training in art at Laurel School in 
Cleveland and at Smith College, Mrs. Babbitt 
began writing her own stories in 1967. Since that 
time she has published nine books for children, 
including the well-known Tuck Everlasting and 
Kneeknock Rise which was selected as a New¬ 
berry Honor Book. Mrs. Babbitt has also illus¬ 
trated four books of children’s poetry by Valerie 
Worth. 

William B. Hinchliff ‘64, docent for the Chi¬ 
cago Architecture Foundation, and Michael H. 
Ebner, Professor of History at Lake Forest Col¬ 
lege presented a series of slide/lectures and a tour 
on “The History and Architecture of the North 
Shore” as the final event of the year-long cele¬ 
bration of the opening of the Library. 

Planned over four dates in May and June, the 
series explored the history and development of 
the eight north shore communities, a look at the 
area 100 years ago and the emergence of the 
“Prairie Style” of American home-building. 
Open to the public and the North Shore family, 
the series ended with a motor coach tour through 
the north shore area led by Bill.

In April, North Shore hosted a visit to the 
campus by Fred Hargadon, Senior Advisor to the 
President of the College Board and an expert in 
the area of college admissions. Mr. Hargadon 
spoke to parents and upper school students from 
North Shore and the surrounding community. 

Since 1972, Mr. Hargadon, former Dean of 
Admissions at both Stanford University and 
Swarthmore College, has served the College 
Board in various capacities, including a term as 
Chairman from 1978 to 1982. His extensive re¬ 
search into college admissions systems has in¬ 
volved the United States, Germany, England and 
Scotland. 

As a Phi Beta Kappa graduate of Haverford 
College, Mr. Hargadon was selected as a Ford 
Foundation Fellow in the Russian Studies Pro¬ 
gram at Harvard University and was a Teaching 
Fellow in the Department of Government and a 
Fellow at the Center for International Studies, 
both at Cornell University. 

Currently Mr. Hargadon serves as a member of 
the Board of Managers of Swarthmore College, 
the Executive Board of the Stanford Alumni As¬ 
sociation, and the Board of Trustees of the Tha- 
cher School. He is also chairing a Blue Ribbon 
Panel review of admissions at West Point. 

He has written articles on testing and the college 
admissions process, and is currently writing a 
book, “Thinking About College.” 


Village of Winnetka be¬ 
stows honors on Hall 
and Goldens 

Headmaster Richard P. Hall shared the 
community spotlight this spring with North 
Shore’s parents of alumni, Mim and Dick *44 
Golden as they were selected this year as the 1988 
Educator of the Year and Man and Woman of the 
Year by the Winnetka Chamber of Commerce. A 
special luncheon on April 6 was held at the 
Winnetka Community House honoring the Gold¬ 
ens, Mr. Hall and others. 

Mr. Hall was appointed as North Shore’s fifth 
headmaster in 1979. His role in the national 
independent school picture has included service 
as Chairman of the Teacher Services Committee 
and as a member of the Member Association 
Coordinating Committee of the National Asso¬ 
ciation of Independent Schools (N.A.I.S.). He 
has been President of the Independent Schools 
Association of Greater Chicago (I.S.A.G.C.) as 
well as a trustee and chairman of the Nominating 
Committee of the American Secondary Schools 
for International Students and Teachers 
(A.S.S.I.S.T.). 

Mr. Hall is a trustee of the Foundation for 
Excellence in Teaching in Chicago and of the 
Hadley School for the Blind in Winnetka. In 1984 
he was the recipient of the Anne Tyskling Award 
for leadership and service by I.S.A.G.C. 

Mim and Dick Golden have been long-standing 
supporters of the School as a student (Dick ’44) 
and as parents of North Shore alumni Jim ’70, 
Nancy ‘70 and Joanne ’74 
The Goldens were honored as Man and Woman 
of the Year primarily for their work with the Win¬ 
netka Community House, for which Mim serves 
as Chariman of the Board of Govemers. She is 
also a former Chairman of the Woman’s Board of 
the Community House and the Winnetka Antique 
Show. Together the Goldens chaired the Com¬ 
munity House 75th anniversary celebration and 
Dick, who is also a former Chairman of the Board 
of Govemers, served as a Village Council Trustee 
for the Village of Winnetka.

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North Shore senior wins 
National Merit 
Scholarship 

Yuka Sugiura '88 wants to dance. 

Like most students in the spring of their senior 
year, Yuka did more than just look to the future 
after high school graduation, and, having heard 
from her selected colleges and universities, de¬ 
cided to accept the offer of admission at New Y ork 
University. 

Unlike most seniors, Yuka was looking for a 
college program which provided a solid program 
in classical ballet as well as liberal arts. Unlike 
most seniors, Yuka is also a National Merit Schol¬ 
arship winner. From the more than one million 
students who entered this year’s Merit Program 
competition, only 6,000 scholarships were offered 
to students across the country. 

Although her receipt of a Merit Scholarship calls 
immediate attention to her academic success, 
Yuka’s day was not consumed with books and 
classes. This year she has worked after school for 
about three hours a day and on some Saturdays as 
the editor-in-chief of the school’s yearbook, The 
Mirror. She has withstood the pressure and anxi¬ 
ety of the college application process and partici¬ 
pates in the youth group activities at The First 
Presbyterian Church of Evanston. During the 
school year and at the end of her busy day, she 
made her way to the Evanston School of Ballet 
where she studied dance Monday through Satur¬ 
day. 

Yuka’s interest and study in ballet began as a 
freshman in a North Shore dance class taught by 
Lynda Martha of the Lynda Martha Dance Co. of 
Evanston. With the early training she received as 

a success¬ 
ful competi¬ 
tor in state gymnastic com¬ 
petitions, Yuka has quickly advanced in 
her ballet studies. Although demanding 
mentally and physically, ballet appears to 
remain her first love and provides her with 
a much needed means of relaxation. 

“It’s really a different kind of relaxing,” 
Yuka explains. “I don’t really ‘relax.’ 
It’s just different from what I do every 
day at school. You can’t think of any 
thing else when you dance. When I’m 
dancing, I never think about what paper 
I have to write or anything at school. 
It’s really nice.” 

Yuka does not think it unusual for a Na¬ 
tional Merit Scholar to pursue a career in 


classical ballet, and she finds it odd that anyone 
should be surprised by her plans or .assume her 
recent achievement means that she can only 
make the most of her potential in a,career in 
business or in other related fields. “What do they 
think?” she asks. “You can’t be dumb and be a 
dancer.” 

Jennifer Pliska recog¬ 
nized by Kohl Founda¬ 
tion 

Second grade teacher Jennifer Pliska has 
been selected as a recipient of the Kohl Interna¬ 
tional Prize for Exemplary Teaching by the 
Dolores Kohl Education Foundation. In addition 
to receiving a $1,000 honorarium, Mrs. Pliska 
will also be entitled to membership in the Kohl 
International Academy for Outstanding Educa¬ 
tors. 

Mrs. Pliska, who began teaching at North 
Shore in 1982, joined her sixteen collegues from 
the United States, South America, South Africa, 
Switzerland and the U.S.S.R. when the Acad¬ 
emy met at the Kohl Center for Learning April 
12 . 

The Dolores Kohl Foundation is a private, not- 
for-profit, international operating foundation 
centered in Wilmette, which recognizes and 
awards exemplary teachers. The Foundation 
defines an exemplary teacher as an individual 
who has demonstrated the teaching skill, knowl¬ 
edge and human qualities to motivate children to 
become life-long learners. As members of the 
Kohl International Teacher Academy, recipients 
of this special recognition will serve as an advi¬ 
sory body to other educators and institutions 
around the world. All teachers of grades K-12 in 
public, private, parochial and day schools are 
eligible for consideration for the honor. 
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School expands market¬ 
ing efforts 

The school’s marketing and admissions pro¬ 
grams underwent administrative changes in mid¬ 
year, prompted by the resignation of the School’s 
Director of Admissions, Susan McIntosh. 
Working in the Admissions Office for approxi¬ 
mately one and a half years, Mrs. McIntosh left 
the School at the end of February for maternity 
reasons. 

Assuming her responsibilities, which had 
grown to include the School’s marketing con¬ 
cerns, are Diane Janson and Carolyn Howard 
who were appointed Director of Public Relations 
and Director of Admissions by Headmaster Rich¬ 
ard Hall. The administrative change took place 
on March 1. 

Both Mrs. Janson and Mrs. Howard were 
members of North Shore’s administrative staff as 
Associate Director of Development and School 
Secretary/Assistant to the College Counselor 
when the change took place. They will now work 
together to form the admissions team at the 
School. 

The reorganization of the Admissions Office is 
meant to address the admissions initiatives set by 
the School’s Long Range Plan which was 
adopted by the North Shore’s Board of Trustees 
in the spring of 1987. The Plan, which will guide 
the School for the next four years, is printed 
below.

On May 18,1987, after nearly a year of meetings 
and discussions, the Board of Trustees approved 
a series of statements intended to serve as direc¬ 
tion for the School ’ s administration for the imme¬ 
diate and longer range future.

Only change actions have been detailed in the 
final document. We have not recited our satisfac¬ 
tion with those areas where we are pleased with 
our approach and progress. The overall theme of 
these change actions is the pursuit of innovative 
educational programs, marketing approaches 
and social and financial activities with increased 
enrollment as the goal. Each change action 
represents a commitment to enhance an already 
strong program. Specific objectives and targets 


will be established by the administration and 
monitored by the Trustees to assure that steady 
progress is made toward our shared vision.

Eldredge returns to 
North Shore 

Very, very quietly, George Eldredge '41 re¬ 
turned to North Shore in an official capacity this 
year to teach two small groups of math students in 
the fifth and seventh grades. Walking through the 
first floor hallway of the Upper School, even 
without the customary bow tie that was part of his 
wardrobe well before the advent of Paul Simon on 
the national scene, he poses a familiar presence to 
the long-standing members of the faculty and 
staff. Mr. Eldredge served North Shore as its third 
headmaster from 1968 to 1973. 

Mr. Eldredge’s relationship with North Shore 
began in 1937 when he came to the School as a 
freshman in the Upper School. After graduating 
with the Class of ’41, for whom he has served as an 
alumni class representative, and completing his 
undergraduate training, he joined the School’s 
staff as a bus driver and then as a member of the 
janitorial staff. Later, while earning his graduate 
degree in education, Mr. Eldredge spent a 
semester at North Shore as a student teacher. 

After a three-year period teaching in Kansas 


City, he returned to Winnetka, and in 1949 he 
began a twenty-four year history with the School 
as teacher, Head of Middle and Upper School 
and finally Headmaster. In 1973 Mr. Eldredge 
left North Shore to assume responsibilities as 
Head of the Upper School at Roycemore School 
in Evanston. He retired in 1986, which gave him 
time to pursue various interests at home and 
enabled him to respond to Mr. Hall’s request to 
teach math for a few hours every day. 

When asked if he sees any difference between 
North Shore now and the School of his era, he 
responded, “Well, no. Obviously there’s been a 
change in the physical plant - the swimming pool 
is new since 1973, and the construction of the 
Library, which I think is pretty remarkable. I’m 
much more impressed in the consistency in out¬ 
look on education,” the former Headmaster ob¬ 
served. “For example, now, Dick [Hall] getting 
someone to come on in to teach these small 
groups of kids; that is the real essence of North 
Shore. I’m very pleased to be back,” he added. 
“It gives me a great sense of satisfaction.” 

Those who knew Mr. Eldredge when he was 
here are pleased as well. “I was just delighted to 
see him back,” says Liz Hunt, who looks after 
several administrative responsibilities at the 
School and who has known Mr. Eldredge since 
they were both students in the Upper School in 
the ‘40’s. “He was such a wonderful teacher - 
and educator, which is an even broader term than 
that.” 

Aaron Koral wins essay 
competition 

Aaron Koral ‘88 was been selected as a win¬ 
ner of the state-wide annual essay competition 
sponsored by the National Society of the Colo¬ 
nial Dames of America. The competition was 
open to all secondary school students in the state 
who have maintained a medium or above grade 
average. 

Winners in the contest are invited to participate 
in the Washington Workshops Congressional 
Seminars in Washington, D.C. in June. Now 
entering its twenty-first year, the program offers 
a fully supervised, professionally administered, 
college-based program of insight and instruction 
into the workings of the federal government. 
Approximately 125 students representing more 
than thirty states will participate in the seminar 
program this summer.

A Reminiscence 

Tyrannical or compassionate? 
In 1931 Karla Landau began her 
thirty-three year career as a 

teacher at The North Shore Country Day 
School. In the following pages, she is re¬ 
membered by those who knew her best, 

her former students and colleagues. With fondness 
they recall her classroom antics, her high standards, 
her devotion and her compassion. Together they 
compose a picture of a teacher dedicated to her 
students until she retired in 1964, and a woman who 
remained devoted to them until she died in 1982.

I do believe that by some happy chance, my 
years at North Shore embraced the School’s 
Golden Age. It is a conviction that I will not 
apologize for. Under the kindly rule of Mr. Smith, 
a philosopher-king if ever one was, we children 
were kneaded and shaped into literate, sometimes 
even humane individuals, by a company of teach¬ 
ers, none of whom were less than competent, and 
some were giants. Dr. Landau, who was about five 
feet tall, was in my education the biggest giant of 
all. 

Karla Landau was bom in tum-of-the-century 
Vienna, the daughter of a wealthy businessman. 
Her schooling was the best available in those last 
years of Imperial Austria. After the First World 
War, Karla Landau enrolled at the University of 
Vienna, where women were still extremely thin on 
the ground. Although originally intent on a medi¬ 
cal career, she earned in due course a doctorate in 
biology. In 1930 she and her adoptive sister,

Marianne Willisch, came to the United States, and 
two years later Dr. Landau began her career at 
North Shore, where she was to teach for thirty-two 
years, until she retired in 1964. 

I landed right in the middle of Dr. Landau’s 
North Shore years. She taught me German for five 
years, from September of 1946, when I was begin¬ 
ning eighth grade, until I graduated from high 
school in the spring of 1951. 

Initially Dr. Landau terrified me. Partly that was 
because I was a somewhat timorous beastie, but 
mostly it was because, despite her diminutive 
stature and plump, maternal figure, she was, like 
Queen Victoria, something of a holy terror. She 
brooked neither sloth nor nonsense, and did not 
suffer fools. Period—never mind ‘gladly.’ If 
anyone suffered, it was pretty sure to be the fool. 
When her ire was roused (as it often was), Dr. 
Landau’s dark eyes, which were capable of double 
whammies that Mammy Yokum would have re¬ 
spected, could reduce a strapping football hero (or, 
I have been told, an errant colleague), to quivering 
blancmange in just no time at all. 

There was, however, nothing of the bully in Dr. 
Landau. Not a bit of it. Like Superman (or perhaps 


more appropriately, Wonderwoman), she used 
her super-powers only in the service of good. 
This was, however, not always clear to everyone. 
An NSCDS contemporary, who is now an invest¬ 
ment banker, told me a couple of years ago that 
he still felt twinges of angst when he recalled the 
Good Doctor. I was lucky enough, though, to 
spot her fundamental benevolence fairly early in 
our relationship, and when it hit me, when I 
understood that this fearsome little woman was 
not at all cranky, wanted nothing whatever for 
herself, but only that I hold up my end of my own 
educational contract and try my best to learn— 
that she was on my side, I literally burst into 
tears. Had we been performing a “Mr. Chips” 
play together, an understanding maternal arm 
would have gone around my shoulders, and there 
would have been perfect understanding. As it 
was, only I knew anything magical had just 
happened. For her part, Dr. Landau suspected I 
had resorted at last to histrionics to escape a 
richly-deserved flaying for sloppy homework, 
and so she sent me packing, with an admonition 
to “buckle down ant stop zat foolishness.” 

From that moment, however, she ceased to 
frighten me, and I began to love her. That is not 
to say I grew any more willing to generate her 
wrath by neglecting vocabulary memorization or 
risking a sloppy translation from German ‘A’ (a 
collection of German nineteenth-century texts of 
spectacular difficulty, with which The Good 
Doctor tempered the mettle of her advanced stu¬ 
dents). But my motivation had shifted from fear 
of my teacher to an eagerness not to disappoint 
her. 

Not that a course with Dr. Landau was an 
unrelieved grind. Not at all. On a good day 
(viewed from our perspective as students, of 
course, but perhaps from hers, as well), we spent 
about as much time laughing as beavering away 
at the German language. For a time the Good 
Doctor kept a squirt gun in her desk, with which 
she would zap anyone who messed up in class. 
When the thing was empty she would pick the 
wettest miscreant to replenish its ammunition at 
the drinking fountain. That was often me. Once, 
returning with a fully-charged water pistol, 
temptation overwhelmed me, and I let loose 
several squirts in Dr. Landau’s direction. It was 
a high-risk undertaking, and certainly very bad 
judgment, but she took it in the same spirit with 
which she had been squirting us. She giggled 
like a schoolgirl. 

Water was not all we got pelted with, when Dr. 
Landau felt we were in need of sure and quick 
improvement. She used whatever fell readily to 
hand. Perhaps inspired by her colleague, Latin 
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teacher Esther Pese, whom Dr. Landau greatly 
respected, and who had a fine and accurate pitch¬ 
ing arm, erasers and bits of chalk often came our 
way. Well, more or less our way. Dr. Landau 
lacked Mrs. Pese’s unerring eye and enviable 
control, so her missiles generally went wide, or 
struck some unintended wretch. Then, of course, 
she had to have the eraser or chalk back again, for 
more academically conventional duties. We 
sometimes tried throwing things back, but she 
was hopeless at catching, so mostly we just 
handed over whatever had just been winged at us. 
I think most of us enjoyed being targets.

Meanwhile, we learned a lot of German, and not 
only in the classroom. Field-trips weren’t so 
common in the Forties,but Dr. Landau believed in 
them and, I think, thoroughly enjoyed doing 
things with her students. I recall a trip to the 
Opera House for a performance of Wagner’s Die 
Meistersinger von Nurnberg, which I am not sure 
we were all ready for, at the time. I know I wasn’t, 
and many years later the Good Doctor herself 
confessed that Wagner Operas were not her fa¬ 
vorite dish, either. Definitely more appealing, I 
think to all of us, were annual visits to The Red 
Star Inn, a German restaurant (not Soviet, as the 
name might suggest), on Chicago’s North Side, 
across Schiller (or was it Goethe) Street from the 
old Germania Club. Dr. Landau knew how to get 
the big round table in the back room, and we dined 
richly, and no doubt educationally, on Kasseler 
Ripchen mit Sauerkraut or Hasenpfeffer mit 
Semmelknodel. 

I’m told that a disproportionate number of Dr. 
Landau’s students went on to become teachers 
and academics, at least three of them to be col¬ 
lege-level Germanists. I don’t know whether 
that’s any more praiseworthy than inspiring a lot 
of business people or doctors, but it is probably a 
good measure of the great influence that that 
small person but great teacher had on a good 
many of us, during her thirty-three years at North 
Shore.

My acquaintance with Karla Landau began 
when I arrived at North Shore in February of 
1947. She was one of the prestigious teachers that 
dominated the scene at that time. I saw her at the 
monthly meetings that all the faculty had to attend 
and at the high school teachers meetings that I 
attended occasionally. Most of these meetings 
were taken up with the wit and humor of Perry 
Smith, Gadge Thomas, Esther Pese and Tim 
Rhodes. We novices just came to listen. Karla 
was never subdued and enjoyed the therapy of the 
meetings. 

P.E. people, especially those who specialized in 
coaching, lived in another world in so far as the 
academic teachers were concerned, so I kept to 
my own little world. At that time one of the fringe 
benefits for the teachers was free lunches. The 
men had better wear a jacket when they came for 
lunch. Somehow, Karla and I often ate at the same 
time and we seemed to agree on lots of things. 
Because of that she allowed me to eat with her. 
She had the characteristic of wanting to dominate 
everyone who came within her environment. I 
believe that I did much more listening than talk¬ 
ing. 

My athletes filled me in with whatever was 
happening around the School and Karla was often 
the center of their conversations. Most of them 
were intimidated by her and if they took German 
they did plenty of sweating. It was really criminal 
for anyone to show up in her class without the 
homework being completed and she had ways of 
keeping them on their toes. She did have a loaded

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Doctor Landau was one of the 
very, very, few true teachers 
Fve had in my lifetime. She 
was completely dedicated to 
her art and refused to accept 
the possibility that any of her 
students would fail to learn - if 
she had to grab hold of you and 
shake you, you would learn.

water pistol handy which she used occasionally 
but that was not as effective as her verbal encour¬ 
agement. She demanded and received the maxi¬ 
mum effort out of most of her students. 

In that era the language teachers would usually 
take a group of students to Europe each summer. 
Karla did that, and surprisingly, they often were 
boys from my athletic teams. They enjoyed the 
trips and must have learned much even though 
they would come back complaining that they had 
spent the whole summer as her servants. She 
required them to attend to many of her needs such 
as carrying her baggage, helping her in and out of 
trains, running errands, serving her while eating, 
etc., etc. She was always educating the boys on 
how to be gentlemen. The boys were always proud 
that they managed to get through the Summers just 
as her senior students were proud that they had 
survived her classes. They all knew that they had 
gained much from the experiences. 

Karla was not necessarily sympathetic towards 
those students who had difficulty learning lan¬ 
guages. It was the custom at that time for the lan¬ 
guage teachers to spend some time in the Middle 
School introducing foreign languages to the 
eighth graders. The teachers who did not teach 
foreign languages occasionally joked about the 
practice. They saw it as foreign language teachers 
recruiting the better students to take their specialty 
once they entered the high school as freshman. 
Doc Landau was always much concerned 
about what students would be scheduled to be in 
her German classes. However, those German 
Language students who managed to survive the 
four years became skillful in the use of the German 
Language. My daughter, Lucy, managed the four 
years and later, while in the Peace Corps, found 
her knowledge of the language to be very useful. 

As Karla was getting into her later years at North 
Shore more students were requesting that they be 
allowed to take French and Spanish rather than 
German and Latin. Karla handled that quite well 
by beginning to teach Spanish although there was 
complaining about the German accent in the Span¬ 
ish words. She was an industrious lady and could 
change with the times. 

I should not pass by Karla’s association with the 
May Day Program that the School had each year. 
She was in charge of it, and her main emphasis was 
to bring children out from the Settlement Houses 
of Chicago so they could enjoy the dances and the 
picnic dinner that concluded the program. She 
was concerned about the hardships that some 
people had to endure, and she often reminded me 
that I had grown up with a silver spoon in my 
mouth. I did not tell her of my younger days in the 
dust bowl of western Minnesota. 


I visited Karla and her sister occasionally after 
she retired. She loved to read and as her sight 
diminished some of her former students would 
come in to read to her. One of her students, Colin 
Graham, kept close attention to her welfare until 
her death. After her death Colin and Victor Lane 
arranged a memorial which many of her former 
students and teacher associates attended. We 
recalled her life at North Shore and the many 
contributions she had made to our lives. 

My own memory of Karla is still vivid. She 
constantly reminded us that our goal as teachers 
was to seek excellence. In most every faculty 
meeting that I attended Karla gave us a pep talk. 
She loved North Shore and I, being her only 
remaining associate here at North Shore, imag¬ 
ine her to be at her desk when I walk by her 
classroom.

Affection, loyalty and intensity. Those are the 
words I associate with Karla Landau. In my 
twelve years at North Shore I had many fine 
teachers, but Dr. Landau was one of the two who 
had the most influence on me (the other was 
Michael Post, Dean of Boys and Head of the 
English department, 1927-1963). I first encoun¬ 
tered (“met” is too weak a verb) Dr. Landau 
when I was in eighth grade and took the trial 
course in German. I must have not been too 
frightened, because I enrolled the next fall in 
German I. I remained her student for four inten¬ 
sive years, and I remained in touch with her after 
my graduation from North Shore and particu¬ 
larly after I began teaching at Northwestern Uni¬ 
versity in 1968. 

For the first two years, her classroom was in the 
northwest comer of Dunlap Hall where the 
Headmaster’s office is now. Our class was the 
last of the afternoon, and the sun tended to make 
us somewhat inattentive. Dr. Landau was al¬ 
ways rather sharp with students who were unpre¬ 
pared or not as alert as she wanted. On a 
particularly bad day, she sent one of us out to 
hold his head under the drinking fountain to 
wake up. The rest of us paid better attention. 

I can remember Dr. Landau telling us that the 
United States would have to recognize Commu¬ 
nist China to get help against the Soviet Union - 
that doesn’t seem odd now, but it did in Septem¬ 
ber 1956. More than a dozen years before Nixon 
became President, she made the prediction. I 
mention it, both to illustrate her ability to make 
shrewd observations about political and social 
issues, and to indicate her interest in world af¬ 
fairs. She never did anything half-way and her 
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interest in politics was especially intense. 

She always tried to interest us in political and 
social issues as well. She would relate the litera¬ 
ture we read to the politics of its day and to ours. 
In one of the plays we read (I think it was 
Egmont ), someone apologized for the King, who 
‘had bad advisors’. That was her chance to apply 
the observation to contemporary issues. So long 
as we had covered the material planned for the 
day, she would let us digress to current events, 
which is not to say that we could get her to talk 
about politics rather than making us work; that 
would have been inconceivable. She was always 
entirely in charge of the class, and she always 
expected a great deal of us, not only vocabulary 
and grammar, but also intelligent interpretation

of what we read. 

Dr. Landau had always been worried about her 
health, especially about mobility and sight. In the 
mid-1970’s she and her half-sister, Marianne, 
moved from the 2nd floor walk-up where they’d 
been for many years, to the 7th floor of a building 
with an elevator; a great improvement, though the 
leaving of her old apartment was painful. There 
was great affection and loyalty between Karla and 
Marianne, even when they quibbled while prepar¬ 
ing meals. They spoke a mixture of German and 
English to each other, and perhaps forgot that their 
guests often knew both. 

Karla remained intensely loyal to her students 
and expressed interest and concern about what we 
were doing, especially when we did something of 
which she disapproved. She did not try to run our 
lives, but she did express her views. She and 
Marianne both felt that if a woman wanted a 
career, she should not marry. I participated in 
several rather lively discussions on that issue with 
them. No one’s mind was changed, but we were 
all enriched by the exchange. 

Sometimes Karla’s intensity would interfere 
with her relationships with people. She could not 
bear what she thought might be intellectual dis¬ 
honesty or weakness in acquaintances or col¬ 
leagues and that made it hard for her to live with 


some people. One feud went on for what must 
have been two years. Even those with whom she 
most sharply disagreed had nothing but good 
things to say about her skills as a teacher. The 
worst anyone ever said was that her standards 
were so high that she could not get very many 
students. 

On me, at least, Karla Landau’s impact was this: 
to make me aware of the highest standards or 
intellectual accomplishment and intellectual 
honesty, even if I am unable always to meet them; 
to stimulate my interest in current events; to instill 
a skepticism of official statements and of the 
proposals of the extreme left and right; and to 
teach me that I could be very fond of someone 
with whom I disagreed on matters I thought were 
fundamental.

I was thrilled to see the article in the fall Bulletin 
from NSCDS commenting on the plan to fund a 
room in honor of “Doc” Landau. Of all of my 
teachers at North Shore she was the most out¬ 
standing — she did drive me to tears on more than 
one occasion, but she demanded and expected 
superior achievement from all of her students. 
We went the extra mile for her and became better 
students and individuals as a result. Ninety (or 
does it seem this great due to the passage of time?) 
vocabulary words a night and grammar on Tues¬ 
days and Thursdays, (ugh!) spurred our intimate 
class of seven students on for four years, 1960-64 
(Katie* Wilsey, Karin Syren, Marnie Paul, Deb¬ 
bie Strong, Bill Guenzel, Steve Hawxhurst, and 
Bim Stanton). 

“Doc” was sensitive to the needs of each of her 
students — she went beyond being a language 
teacher. She concerned herself with our cultural, 
political, and philosophical growth as well. A 
thought in a grammar exercise or a literary pas¬ 
sage would often get us off the topic at hand (a 
frequent practice of our class) and on to some¬ 
times volatile discussions of Kennedy, the Soviet 
Union, Goldwater, etc. We also enjoyed having 
her relate her experiences in pre-war Vienna, as a 
student and a young woman. 

In the ’64 NSCDS yearbook (also the year she 
retired from teaching) I quoted Goethe “Ohne 
Hast aber ohne Rast” (literally meaning “unhas¬ 
tening but unceasing”) - and this still is appropri¬ 
ate in my pursuit of German. I changed my major 
at Scripps College from Oriental Studies to Ger- 
man-Russian Medieval S tudies—I found I could 
not ignore my ties to the language. During college 
(1964-68) I continued to visit “Doc” when home 
for the winter holidays. After my marriage to 
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Keith Lerch, we joined “Doc” and her half sister 
Dixie (along with our growing family, Spencer 
and Hillary) for annual holiday get-togethers. Al¬ 
though “Doc” was not in good health, all of us 
looked forward to this special time together to re¬ 
member classmates, to discuss current issues and 
teaching experiences, all the while savoring the 
most incredibly delicious spread of Viennese pas¬ 
tries, breads, cold meats, cheese, sherry and tea! In 
the years after North Shore, she became more than 
a teacher; she was also a good friend and confi¬ 
dant. We mutually developed a respect for one 
another’s abilities and special talents. 

After my parents moved from Illinois and I 
became more involved with our children’s activi¬ 
ties, opportunities to visit from Indianapolis be¬ 
came almost non-existent. “Doc” knew of my ex¬ 
periences as a volunteer German instructor in an 
Indianapolis high school for the honors program 
students. Although I enjoyed this three year stint 
as a part of my Junior League community service 
— I decided to become certified in German, world 
history and social studies — in time to become 
“unemployed” with the arrival of children in 75 
and ’77.1 wish I could have shared with “Doc” and 
Dixie my on-going contact with German. Finally 
in 1984, as an “unemployed German teacher”, I 
became a part of the exciting new Indianapolis 
German School - Indianapolis Deutschschule (K- 
8) which offered Saturday German school for 
children from the surrounding communities. The 
experience of teaching 1st through 5th graders - 
eventually lead to additional responsibilities. I am 
now an Associate Faculty member of Indiana Uni¬ 


versity (I.U.P.U.I.) in the German department. 
During the past four years I have enjoyed teach¬ 
ing beginning level German students ages six¬ 
teen through sixty. I hope I have inspired them 
to excel and enjoy German as much as “Doc” had 
inspired us at NSCDS. 

*Doc changed my name to “Katie” because it 
was easier to pronounce than the ‘th’ in 
“Kathryn” — and I went by that name until I 
completed graduate school and got married.

Doctor Landau. Few people called her any¬ 
thing but “Doctor Landau”. On the opening day 
of school in the fall, you could hear students mut¬ 
tering about their fates in being scheduled with “

“Lacey”, or “Doctor Landau”. At a time when 
relationships between students and teachers was 
moving toward informality, Doctor Karla Lan¬ 
dau commanded an Old World respect. 

She did not demand it. She simply got it. She 
got it from students and young teachers who 
could not have described what it was that made 
them defer to her presence. She got it from her 
tenured colleagues and from parents who knew 
the futility of trying to negotiate a principle with 
Doctor Landau. 

Doctor Landau. Few people knew that she kept 
a loaded water pistol in her desk drawer.

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youth who thought it might be reclaimed in some 
arms negotiation. Never. How long she had it I 
do not know. The few at whom it was aimed are 
a privileged group. I got it in the eye once — and 
am a member of the brotherhood (and sister¬ 
hood?) of those who Karla let a little closer to her 
heart. 

I think that she had a very big heart, and a soft 
one. But I think that she came from a generation 
and culture that prized rational thought and deval¬ 
ued emotion. So, many students knew her best, or 
only, as the keeper of the gradebook of their 
German language fortunes. All the while, she 
studied each of her pupils as a different and 
important person, and demanded of each of them 
what was most important for a nurturing educa¬ 
tion to demand. 

Karla had a gradebook, but she did 
not have a cookbook when it came 
to the education of her pupils. 

Her colleagues will say that she began the study 
of her students when they were still in the Middle 
School, and to the best of her ability, she picked 
what she thought were the best for her classes. 
The Dean of Boys and the Dean of Girls had an 
annual battle with Karla about those students who 
were scheduled for her classes at the choice of 
their parents, or advisor. I can recall her outrage 
at having someone assigned to study French 
whom she had identified for German language 
studies. 

And even worse was the confrontation over 
who, by their records and a week or two of Middle 
School language studies, she judged as not having 
“...an ear for the language.” She would not speak 
with Mike Post (the Dean of Boys) for at least a 
week after his annual response: “Karla! Even 
dumb Germans learn German.” 

I do not really know what went on in her classes. 
I think I played the role of “straight man” for 
Karla’s prediction of dire consequences for stu¬ 
dents who did not attend to her homework. Or 
was I accomplice for her guarded humor? At least 
once a year, she would catch me passing her class¬ 
room, stop whatever she was doing, and order me 
in to face her class. “This,” she would say, “is 
what happens to you when you take only two 
years of German. Say it Aggie.” and I 
would dutifully recite: 

“Wee Fraulein Muffet, 

Onsitzen der Tuffet, 

Essen die Curd und Whey. 


A Schpider upschnook, 

Und took a look 

At die fraulein und crawled away.” 

At which point Karla would hurl a tattered paper¬ 
back book (that I think she kept for this purpose) 
and shout, “Out Aggie, out!” as her astonished 
pupils knew not what to do. If I was particularly 
convincing as a failed German student, I got the 
squirt gun. 

What I do know is that, as Advisor to the junior 
boys, I got more visits from Karla, seeking coun¬ 
sel or testing an insight concerning one of “my 
boys” (as she would call them), than I got from all 
the rest of the faculty put together. She seemed to 
have no end of concern and interest into the ways 
in which she might approach a student problem. 
Karla had a gradebook, but she did not have a 
cookbook when it came to the education of her 
pupils. 

For their part, the eleventh Grade boys whose 
fate or fortune it was to take German, had very 
little that was good to say about their homework 
assignments, their recitations, and their tests. But 
the talk was always about how “tough” Doctor 
Landau was. I do not recall hearing anyone say 
that she was not fair — even those whose enroll¬ 
ment in her classes she had so strongly protested. 

In faculty meetings, when individual student 
attitudes, efforts, and achievements were dis¬ 
cussed, I heard Karla Landau deplore students’ 
accomplishments one moment, and support the 
same people’s contributions and school citizen¬ 
ship in the next — when that support was war¬ 
ranted. I saw Karla write, and rewrite college rec¬ 
ommendations, spending hours in her effort to be 
supportive, fair, and honest. 

Sometimes, parents would ask to have a child 
removed from Doctor Landau’s domain. Karla 
was not the right teacher for everyone. But after 
her retirement, I was in a position as School 
Business Manager to see what grateful parents 
did to assure Karla’s welfare in an underfunded 
pension program. I only hope that their honors to 
Karla have been understood and echoed by the 
students for whom Karla was very right. 

I had a teacher like Doctor Karla Landau once. 
I recall that I thought that nothing worse could 
happen to me than to be assigned to one of her 
classes. That happened to me in each of my four 
high school years. Somewhere in the forty years 
since that happened, I have gradually come to 
realize that that was the best thing that happened 
to me in those four years. Miss Kron, are you 
listening? 

Doctor Landau, are you listening? 


Dr. Landau at first presented 
herself as a stern , no-nonsense 
teacher. It took all of a few 
minutes to discover that she 
had a great store of affection in 
her. And how she enjoyed us¬ 
ing German language skills in 
plays and performances. 

To date I find I have a useful 
command of German that con¬ 
tinues to let me converse. 
Thank you Dr. Landau.

Doc taught literature, not just the nuts and bolts 
of language. Moreover, any subject that interested 
her - science, politics and particularly psychology 
- was freely mixed into the discussion auf Deutsch 
naturlich. She brought the great world of ideas 
into the high school classroom and simply as¬ 
sumed we were ready for it. 

She modeled an independence very different 
from my teenage urge to fit in. On me she lavished 
special affection, expressing a confidence in me 
that I did not then feel. She encouraged me to trust 
my instincts, for example when I did not wish to 
play the older Katisha and Lady Jane for laughs in 
the annual Gilbert & Sullivan productions. 

Some of Doc’s lessons have taken me decades to 
learn. Her influence will certainly last my entire 
lifetime. 


It started from a few unsolicited gifts to the 
School in her memory and from the suggestion 
by Colin Graham ‘60 and Onnie Straub Dar- 
row ‘38 that something at the School should 
honor Karla Landau; and thus the project was 
launched!

“lifers.” Mary served on the Woman’s Board of 
the School and eventually as its President. In 
addition, the project to review and substantially 
up-grade the plantings on the School’s grounds 
was a part of her responsibilities. She became 
President of the Alumni Association in 1983 and 
has remained in that position until this spring. 
During her presidency, the Alumni Board was 
initiated, a Class Representative Program was es¬ 
tablished, and involvement of Alumni in the 
School has grown enormously. As a member of 
the School’s Board of Trustees, she has served as 
Chairwoman of the Nominating and Major Gifts 
Committees. In addition, Mary most recently 
presented the School with an endowment to sup¬ 
port the Richard P. Hall Master-In-Residence 
Program. She will continue her volunteer efforts 
at North Shore as Chairwoman of the Major Gifts 
Committee in the year ahead.

“Pete” Henderson ’49.... 


Pete and wife Jean visited their son, John, in 
Thailand at the end of last year. This "belated.” 
Christmas letter was received by Will and Jean 
Talley . In 1985 Pete joined an executive out¬ 
placement firm which now bears his name, Jan- 
notta, Bray, Henderson & Associates. Pete lives 
in Winnetka. 



“This June I will graduate from the thirteenth 
grade of my German high school. Although I do 
not know all my grades yet, I am confident that I 
will get a good report. 

“This is at least partly the result of my year at 
NSCDS and I want to use this opportunity to 
thank you and the School for the chance you have 
given to me. I profited from my stay at North 
Shore in several ways. First, of course, in the 
academic sense; in one year of chemistry (AP 
Chemistry, Mr. Goss) or mathematics (AP Calcu¬ 
lus, Mr. Bard) at North Shore I learned more than 
in my twelfth and thirteenth grade in Germany. 
At NSCDS we had even covered more topics than 
we did in two years in Germany. 

“The other main way in which I profited was the 
education to learning. I was taught a different 
attitude towards school and learning, making 
learning and working much easier, more fun and 
more effective. This attitude helped me alot in my 
German school. I had left Germany after my tenth 
grade, spent my eleventh grade at North Shore 
and continued with my twelfth grade back in 
Germany. At North Shore I had five subjects, and 
I learned a lot in them, but in Germany I would 
have had ten subjects and all twelfth grade 
courses build up on eleventh grade courses. That 
meant I really missed a year in five subjects, e.g. 
physics, computer science and German. But even 
in these subjects I didn’t have any problems. This 
was certainly the result of the attitude I was taught 
at NSCDS. 

“At one time during my stay at North Shore, 
Mrs. Lopas asked me to talk to a group of parents 
interested in foreign language teaching. One of 
these parents asked me about the difference be¬ 
tween my school in Germany and North Shore; 
and I said, and believed at that time, that I had to 
work more but learned less at North Shore. Only 
after my return I found out that this is very untrue. 
I worked more, that is true, but through my 
different attitude I also learned much more and 
easier. 

“I want to close now by thanking you and the 

whole school for the great experience they gave

me. 


“John has been in Thailand a year, working with 
Cambodian and Vietnamese refugees in a refugee 
camp at the Thai/Cambodian border. Jean and 
Pete and Pete’s sister, Ann ‘45, and [her husband] 
Yorke Bannard, covered much of this beautiful 
country from Phuket Island on the Andaman Sea 
in the south to Chiang Mai and the hill country 
near the Thailand/Laos/Burma borders in the 
north. King Phumibol’s 60th birthday celebra¬ 
tion enlivened our stay in Bangkok. 

“Site 2, where John teaches, houses 150,000 of 
the 260,000 refugees at the border. Cambodia, 
once a cultured and idyllic country, is in 
shambles, having endured the horrors of Pol Pot’s 
Khmer Rouge regime and then invasion and 
occupation by Viet Nam’s armies. The refugees, 
many of them separated from their families and 
maimed as they fled through minefields, have 
endured the deprivation, hopelessness and sheer 
boredom of the camps for as much as eight years, 
with no near-term prospect of return to their 
homes or resettlement in a third country. The 
absence of water (it’s all trucked in), brutal Thai 
guards and occasional shellings from across the 
border a few hundred yards away add to the 
nightmare. 

“While the horror of life in Site 2 is an indelible 
memory, we were even more moved by the resil¬ 
ience and ingenuity and generosity of these beau¬ 
tiful people. Our time at the camp was crammed 
with invitations to visit the cramped, dirt-floored 
huts of John’s students and friends, at each of 
which a precious snack or drink or gift was 
presented. We were inspired by the earnestness 
and curiosity and industry of the Viet Namese 
students, mostly young parents, who filled every 
inch of space at a special class at which we found 
ourselves serving as ‘visiting faculty.’ The chil¬ 
dren (25% of the camp population is under five) 
are mostly runny-nosed and naked but unfailingly 
smiley and cheerful. 

“What’s the outlook for these refugees? Appar¬ 
ently, more of the same, at least for the foresee¬ 
able future. The present situation is quite accept¬ 
able to the Russians (supporting the Viet

Namese) and the Chinese (supporting Cambo¬ 
dian guerillas) and even the Thai’s (the camps 
serve as a buffer between Thailand and their 
traditional enemies to the east; they also provide 
jobs and hard currency). Improving conditions at 
the border or simplifying resettlement might, the 
Thai’s fear, just attract more refugees. The U.S., 
Canada and Australia in particular have been 
generous in accepting refugees from Thailand 
(150,000 to the U.S. alone) but, faced with 10 
million refugees world-wide, have put severe 
limits on immigration. Repatriation in Cambodia 
is out of the question while that country is occu¬ 
pied by Viet Nam. And, even if Viet Nam were 
to withdraw, some form of international force 
would be required to keep peace among the vari¬ 
ous factions, the most powerful of which are still 
the followers of Pol Pot. 

“‘What will you do about us when you return to 
the States?’ asked Trinh Hien, a young Viet 
Namese in the class we visited who had lost his 
whole family while escaping Viet Nam and flee¬ 
ing across Cambodia. That one stumped the 
visiting faculty. Sponsorship, we have learned, is 
of little or no value given very restrictive immi¬ 
gration laws. We are, however, continuing to 
explore this possibility. Another useful response 
would be to help refugees who have already come 
to the U.S. to find jobs and housing and to adapt 
to this unfamiliar culture. Supporting voluntary 
agencies who help to make life in the camps a 
little better; American Refugee Committee, 
CARE, and Catholic Office of Emergency Relief 
and Refugees (John’s agency) come to mind; or 
writing an occasional letter to a refugee. At the 
very least, we said, we would spread the word, 
help make more people aware of this all-too- 
invisible horror which is such a contradiction of 
‘peace on earth, good will toward men.’ 

“So where’s the ‘Happy New Year’? We hope 
it’s happy where you are, as it was when all of our 
family (except John) gathered for a first away- 
from-home Christmas with Stephanie and her 
family in Grand Rapids. We hope that 1988 will 
bring the world a step or two closer to ‘peace on 
earth. ’ And we pray for improvement in the lot of 
the people of Site 2 - and of refugees throughout 
the world.” 


from Tom Harris '63.... 


This letter from Tom was originally sent to the 
Carnegie Corporation ofN.Y. as a response to an 
essay in their annual report. A copy of the letter 
was sent o us by Tom. He and wife, Doreen, live 
in Darien, Connecticut where Tom is doing con¬ 
sulting work with foundations and non-profit or¬ 
ganizations. 

“I am writing to share with you a portion of my 
own educational experience which I believe coin¬ 
cides with the interests of Carnegie in connection 
with adolescent development. By doing so, I 
hope your work will be accelerated and, perhaps, 
have even greater impact. 

“The stimulus for this letter comes from your 
essay in the last annual report of the Corporation, 
which I have just read. 

“In particular, you mention research at Stanford 
in connection with smoking and suggest teaching 
resistance to social pressures may have lasting 
effect. It is here that your essay and my education 
and experience coincide. Such teaching does 
have lasting effect. I, and many others who went 
through The North Shore Country Day School in 
the late 1950’s, are the living proof. 

“Mr. Steel, the eighth grade social studies 
teacher, approached the issue this way. He taught 
us about, to put it indelicately, propaganda. We 
learned the common techniques employed by 
whomever to get you to do something - to sell you, 
in plain English. I remember searching through 
LIFE for examples of each technique (band¬ 
wagon, glittering generalities, slogans, etc.). We 
were taught how the techniques were used both 
by politicians and in commercials. And, we were 
taught to be critical of the information we re¬ 
ceived so as to be able to separate fact from 
fiction. 

“Perhaps a month was devoted to propaganda, 
but the impact was enormous. At class reunions 
discussion invariably turns to Mr. Steel’s course 
and the various propaganda techniques. After 
thirty years we remember. When I ride the 
subway and see the ads for Newport cigarettes 
accompanied by the slogan ‘ Alive with Pleasure’, 
I am thankful for the defenses Mr. Steel gave me. 
There is no question that for me his course had 
greater impact than any other. 

“There is a tremendous opportunity here to take 
Mr. Steel’s concept and apply it to today’s needs. 
I hope the fact that the concept has been applied 
in the past and been proved will accelerate the 
efforts Carnegie is making to search for ways to 
help adolescents.”

“Since graduating from college, my trail 
through time and geography has taken me to 
Denver for eight years, Milan, Italy and the Inter¬ 
national market place for twenty-one years and 
now Boston for the last five years.... 

“My first eight years out of college were spent 
in ejection seats with Stanley Aviation and prepa¬ 
ration for space travel, working on the Titan 
Missile with the Martin Company. Their aero¬ 
space division was located in Denver, Colorado, 
where I had the opportunity of exploring the 
rivers and canyons of the San Juan, Yampa and 
upper reaches of the Colorado River. I also 
hunted antelope and developed my skiing ability. 

“Although I enjoyed Denver while still single, 
I felt it was time to expand my horizons and went 
looking for adventure and romance. The French 
Foreign Legion was one of my options, but after 
seeing one of Sophia Loren’s early movies I 
signed on as a mercenary with General Telephone 
and Electronics and was sent to one of their 
outposts in Milan, Italy.... 

“After fourteen years with General Telephone 
in various positions, ranging from Controller, to 
Operations Manager of the Switching Division, 
to Chief Financial Officer and finally European 
Area Finance Director, I received an offer...from 
Rheem, a company that the New Jersey Mafia had 
once tried to acquire, and they asked me to join 
their Italian subsidiary as General Manager. 
Rheem made water heaters, steel drums and steel 
shelving in their Italian factory, employed 750 
people and were losing large sums of money. 

“I reduced expense levels... and expanded sales 
volume. The torrent of red ink was reduced to a 
trickle and then turned black. I was made Presi¬ 
dent and later Chairman of the company. It was 
during this time that I traveled extensively to 
obtain business in the Middle East, East Europe 
and Africa.... 

“My romantic life blossomed in Italy and 
shortly after I arrived I met Lydia Vergani, a 
beautiful girl of Lombard-Veneto extraction. 
Lydia is both an excellent artist and fencer. In¬ 
cluded among her many accomplishments is an 
Italian National Foil championship. We got 
married...and have since produced three blue¬ 
eyed blond Italo-Americans, with Gary, the old¬ 
est, a sophomore at the University of Massachu¬ 
setts. Valeria is seventeen and has just graduated 
from Newton North High. She has been accepted 


for admission to Harvard College. Our youngest 
girl Robin is a seventh grader at Day Junior 
High.... 

“On returning to the U.S. I took a position with 
Pylon (Augat) as a Division Controller of their 
test equipment division. I then went to Teradyne, 
a leading manufacturer of test equipment.... 

“Control Key was the name of the company I 
[later] joined.They are a pioneer in the tele¬ 

phone accounting Field....I joined the company as 
Chairman and Chief Executive Officer and found 
it great fun, and a great challenge. 

“Since that time I have gone into business for 
myself. After working as an employee for a 
number of companies over the past thirty years, I 
thought it would be appropriate that I was my own 
boss.... 

“I recognized that in the Boston area there were 
a large number of small struggling companies that 
had excellent technical and/or marketing man¬ 
agement but that didn ’ t have much business or fi- 
nancial management. They need the expertise of 
a Chief Financial Officer and/or Chief Executive 
Officer but can’t afford one. So I have become a 
Time-Shared Chief Financial Officer for a num¬ 
ber of clients. 

“My first client was a company named So - 
MuchFun that produces and markets gifts and 
toys for “kids of all ages” including a great selling 
line of bathtub toys. As I work with this company 
and with all of their great toys, I find I’m taking 
more baths than showers. 

“My second client is also in the toy business and 
as I approach my second childhood I can see a 
pattern developing. Tons of Toys is a toy super¬ 
market chain and hopes to expand from six stores 
to fifty stores in New England over the next five 
years.... Other clients include a company in 
Marine Instrumentation, one involved in Medical 
Information, and one in floating docks for boats. 
The work is fun, the independence is appealing 
and the variety is magnificent.”

Recently Polly took a leave of absence 
from her teaching responsibilities to travel to 
New Zealand. This article was printed in the 
newsletter of the Deerfield Valley School. 

“As many of you know, I took an unpaid leave 
of absence last year. Four and a half months were 
spent traveling, mainly in New Zealand. During 
the time away and since I’ve returned, ideas about 
learning - my own and others - have been on my 
mind. 

“Sometimes we seem to get so immersed in 
teaching specific skills or planning interesting 
lessons or going to meetings that we overlook 
some very important teachings we need to impart 
to children. I’d like to share some of those with 
you. 

1. Be flexible. It’s easy to become at¬ 
tached to a schedule or plan and then fall 
apart when things are changed around. 
However, those very changes may be what 
you need to get a fresh outlook. Other than 
knowing that my New Zealand friends 
would meet me at the airport and that at 
some point I’d go to Australia, I had no 
plans for the trip. Although at first this was 
terrifying, it gave me the flexibility to have 
all sorts of unique experiences - helping 
out with a shearing contest, working as a 
‘rouser’ in a wool shed, picking tangelos, 
going on a jet-boat, walking with an Abo¬ 
rigine. Forcing myself to stay flexible 
opened the way for a different adventure 
every day. 

2. Fight boredom. After all, boredom is in 
the mind of the bored and we need to make 
an effort sometimes to break out. Bore¬ 
dom, besides being boring, breeds bore¬ 
dom. One day I was hitch-hiking in north¬ 
ern New Zealand with a Dane. We got 


dropped off in the middle of nowhere with 
practically no cars going by. It took two 
and one-half hours to get a ride. At first, 
we paced up and down and complained. 
Then he started teaching me Danish, we 
invented games pitching stones, made 
grass whistles, sang songs and were almost 
sorry when someone Finally stopped. A 
dull afternoon became a pleasure. 

3. Be eager to meet new people. In an age 
when we tend to warn children about the 
dangers of strangers, perhaps we need to 
balance that with enthusiasm for reaching 
out to others. There are so many interest¬ 
ing people in the world who have done 
amazing things. One special evening for 
me was when nine youth-hostellers from 
seven different countries went to the pub. 
We all ended that night having a little more 
respect and understanding for each other 
and our countries. 

4. ‘Different’ doesn’t always mean 
‘wrong.’ There is such a variety of beliefs 
and ways of doing things and that’s what 
makes life rich. I had a long discussion one 
afternoon with a twelve-year-old boy 
about how driving on the right side of the 
road in the U.S. wasn’t wrong, just differ¬ 
ent. We came up with other examples of 
how different and wrong had meanings 
quite far apart. Later, I overheard him 
arguing with his older brother. The 
brother told him straight out that he was 
wrong. ‘No,’said David. ‘I’m just differ¬ 
ent.’ 

5. It’s never too late to do something - keep 
planning and hoping. My trip was actually 
inspired by my first grade teacher. Mrs. 
Williams took over at mid-year when the 
other teacher got sick. She had just gotten 
back from living in Australia and en¬ 
chanted me with stories of koalas and 
kangaroos. I vowed then that someday I’d 
go there. It took a few years, but I did it. 

“Perhaps Mrs. Williams points up something 
else, too. We never know what will affect a child. 
By our example - by being flexible and open and 
enthusiastic about new ideas and people - we may 
have a greater impact than we imagine.”

Alumni and 
Faculty Focus 

Editor's note: From time to time we 
receive news from our alumni andfaculty 
which cannot be captured adequately in 
a "Class Note."FOCUS will highlight 
these experiences in detail. 

John Adair ’31 just completed a film 
about the Navajos called “The Weave of 
Time”, which won a blue ribbon at the 
American Film Festival in New York. 
Also, it was one of four films chosen by 
Earthwatch to be shown at the National 
Geographic Conference. In several years, 
a book of still photography will be pub¬ 
lished. He was in Chicago in November 
for the American Anthropologists Con¬ 
ference, during which there was a three 
hour program featuring his work. In 


addition to the film, Adair wrote Navajo 
and Pueblo Silversmith (in its eleventh 
edition), published by the University 
of Oklahoma Press, and The People's 
Health, published by Appleton, Cen¬ 
tury, Croft, which is out of print. A new 
edition published by the University of 
New Mexico press will be released 
shortly. 

Eleanor Wilson Orr ’44 has written a 
book entitled Twice as Less: Black 
English and The Performance of Black 
Students in Mathematics and Science. 
As noted in the Los Angeles Times Book 
Review, “in the last few years, a contin¬ 
uing stream of national commissions 
and studies has delivered the bad news 
that American students seriously lag 
behind those of other industrial coun¬ 
tries, especially Japan, in mathematics 
and science. Toyota may be doing for 
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American education what Sputnik did 
in 1957 — jolting Americans to the 
realization that Johnny can’t add. The 
crisis is especially acute for minority 
students. Blacks and Latinos score below 
average on tests of mathematics and 
science achievement and are severly 
underrepresented in scientific and engi¬ 
neering fields. The roots of these per¬ 
sistent patterns are many, complex, and 
well documented, ranging from lower- 
quality schools and less encouragement 
from families and peer groups to larger 
social forces of poverty and discrimi¬ 
nation affecting academic achievement. 

“This book by Eleanor Wilson Orr, a 
high school mathematics and science 
teacher, adds a curious and typically 
overlooked factor: that the grammar 
and syntax of black English can obstruct 
the mathematics learning of some black 
students. As founder and teacher at the 
Hawthorne School, a private high school 


in Washington, Orr dissected her stu¬ 
dents’ speech patterns under a micro¬ 
scope focused by more than thirty years 
of teaching. She practiced what recent 
education research has preached: that 
students’errors are meaningful outcrop¬ 
pings of their thinking processes and not 
merely mistakes to be dismissed.” 

Cathy Kleiman 79 and her mother, 
Carol, have written a book entitled 
Speaking of Sex: Mothers and Daugh¬ 
ters, published by Bonus Books. The 
authors draw on their own relationship 
and experiences in talking to one another 
about sex, in asking difficult questions, 
and getting answers. Their surprise at 
what they learn about each other while 
working on the book adds another 
dimension to the text. 

The book also features interviews with 
mothers and daughters of all ages, races, 
and economic backgrounds. The inter¬ 


views cover a wide range of emotions 
and attitudes about sex, love, babies, 
birth control, abortion and divorce. 

Cathy is a student at Loyola University 
Law School in Los Angeles, where she is 
Chief Note and Comment Editor of the 
Loyola Law Review.
